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AN ACT TO ESTABLISH THE CITY OF WOON- 
SOCKET. 

(FASSSD JUNE IS. 1888.) 

It is enacted by Ike General Assembly, as follows: 
SECTION I. 

Tbe town of Woonsocket Bhall continue to be a body Name of city 
politic and corporate under the name of the city of Woon- 
Booket, and as sach shall have, exercise and enjoy all the 
rights, immuaities, powers, privileges and franchiaes, and 
shall be subject to all the duties and obligations now iDcam- 
bent on, or appertaming to, SEud town as a mnnicipal cor- 
poration. 

SECTION II. 

The administration of all the fiscal, prudential and munici- omcersof city 
pal affaire of said city, with the government thereof, except 
as hereinafter specially provided, shall be vested in one officer 
to be called the mayor, a conncil of five aldermen, to be called 
tlie board of aldermen, and a council of fifteen persons, to 
be called the common council and which board of aldermen 
and common cooncilmen together shall be called the city 
council. No elector shall he eligible to membership in either 
branch of the city council unless he is qualified to vote upon 
a proposition to impose a tax or for the expenditure of 
money in said town. 

SECTION in. 



Clause I. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer 
of the city, and by virtue of his office a justice of the peace 
therein ; he shall be vigilant and active in causing the laws 
of the state and the ordinances of the city to be executed 
and enforced ; he shall have within the limits of the city all 
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the powers given to sheriffs and otter officers in and by 
Chapter 241 of the Public Statutes, entitled " Of offenses 
against the public peace and property ; he may commit to 
prison for purposes of proaecation and for a term not ex- 
ceeding twenty-tour hours, any person who may be foand 
reveling in the streets, committing any mischief, quarreling 
or otherwise behaving in a disorderly manner, to the dis- 
turbance of the orderly inhabitants of the city, for which 
purpose he may require the aid of the sheriff or bis deputies, 
and any constable or police officer, with snch other aid as he 
may deem necessary ; and he shall have a general super- 
vision of the subordinate officers of the city, and shall cause 
all n^lect or violation of duty by them to be punished. 

Cla-USe 2. The mayor shall have power to discontinue 
all actions brought against any person on behalf of the city 
for any violation of a city ordinance ; and to order the dis- 
charge of the person complained against, either before or 
after conviction, whenever, in his judgment, the good of the 
city requires it 

Clause 3. He may call meetings of the city council, or of 
either board thereof, at bis discretion, although such bodies 
may have adjourned to a more distant day. 

Clause 4. He shall from time to time communicate to 
either or to both boards of the city council such information, 
and recommend to them such measures, as in his opinion the 
business and interests of the city may require. 

Clause 5. He may preside in the board of aldermen 
and in convention of the two boards, and shall have a right 
to vote in case of equal division only. 

Clause 6. Every ordinance, order, resolution or vote to 
which the concurrence of the common council and the hoard 
of aldermen shall be necessary, except on a question of ad- 
journment, or of a convention of the two boards, and also 
every order of every branch involving an expenditure of 
money, shall be presented to the mayor. If he approves he 
shall sign it, and it shall then be in force as a law ; but if he 
do not approve it he shall return it to the board in which 
it originated before the adjournment of the next meeting 
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thereof held more than ten days after it shall have been pre- 
aentfid to him, with hia objections thereto, wbich ehall be 
entered on the record of aaid board; (proTided that the 
mayor may approve part of snch vote, and refnee to approve 
the rest, and the part bo approved shall be in force as a law) ; 
and if it, or so much thereof not approved by the mayor, 
shall then pass snch board by a majority of two-thirds of all 
the members elected thereto, thereupon, if it require concur- 
rent action, it shall be sent together with the objections to 
the other board, where if it be approved by a like majority it 
shall be in force as a law ; and in all cases such votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays, and recorded. And no such vote 
shall be taken on the same day that the mayor's objections 
are read in the board to which they are sent hy him. 

Cl4C8e 7, If any such vote shall not be returned by the 
mayor, with bis objections aforesaid, to the hoard In which 
it originated before the adjournment of the next meeting 
thereof held more than ten days after it shall be presented 
to him for his approval, it shall be in force as the act of the 
city council or of the board passing it, in like manner as if 
he had signed it 

Clause 8. The mayor may fill a vacancy in any office 
to which the incumbent is elected by the city council or the 
board of aldermen, which may occur while the city council 
or the board of aldermen, as the case may be, are not in 
session, and the mayor shall in such case call the respective 
bodies together as soon thereafter as practicable, when he 
shall report his appointments to such body ; and the person 
appointed as aforesaid shall hold hia office until it shall he 
filled by the body having the power of election or appoint- 
ment to it. 

Claitse 9. He shall be paid a salary to be fixed by the 
city council, which shall not be increased or diminished dur- 
ing the term for which he is elected ; and he shall receive 
no other compensation or emolument whatsoever; provided 
that his salary for the first year after this act shall go into 
effect shall not exceed five hundred dollars. 
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SECTION rv. 

Clause 1. The aldermen, annually at ^eir first meet^ 
ing after their election, shall, from their nnmber, choose a 
president, who in the absence of the mayor shall preside in 
the board of aldermen, and also in the conventions of both 
boards of the city council. In the absence of both the 
mayor and president of the board a president for the time 
being may be chosen ; and in the case of the death, absence 
from the city, or disability of the mayor, the president of 
the board of aldermen shall exercise for the time being all 
the powers and duties of the mayor. The mayor and alder- 
men shall exercise all such powers aa are or may be con- 
ferred on sach boards by the laws of the state or by ordi- 
nances of the city council. 

Clause 2. The aldermen may appoint, upon the nomi- 
nation of the mayor, so many and such police officers, in- 
cluding the chief of police, as the ordinances of the city 
councQ may determine, which said officers shall hold their 
respective offices during the pleasure of the board of alder- 
men, except as hereinafter provided, sad the mayor may at 
any time suspend any such officer from hie office until the 
adjournment of the next meeting of the board of aldermen, 
at which meeting he shall report any and all such suspen- 
sioug, with hie reasons therefor : Provided, however, that the 
members of the paid police department of said city shall not 
be subject to removal from office at any time except for 
misconduct or incapacity of such a character as the board 
of aldermen may deem a disqualification for said office, and 
all such removals shall be by the board of aldermen, upon 
charges made in writing and of which the officer complained 
of shaU have had notice and opportunity to be heard 



SECTION V. 

The board of aldermen of the city of Woonsocket is em- 
powered to license, prohibit and regulate the business of 
pawnbrokers ; the keeping and dealing in junk ; the keep- 
ing of intelligence offices; the location of steam boilers ; the 
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Betting up and maintaining of poles and wires, and other 
means for telegraph, telephone, electric light and electric 
power purpoBBB, and other means for conducting and dis- 
tributing electricity for general use ; and the city council of 
said city may from time to time pass all snch ordinances as 
they may deem needful relative to any and all such matters, 
and may prescribe penalties for the breach of said ordi- 
nances by fines not exceeding twenty dollars, and by im- 
prisonment not exceeding ten days, for each oRense. 

SECTION VI. 

The common council shall sit and act separately from the 
board of aldermen. The common council annually, at it« Went ana a ciork 
organization, shall choose one of its members to be presi- 
dent, and shall also appoint a clerk who shall be engaged to 
the faithfal diachai^e of the duties of his office, and who 
may be removed from office and a successor appointed by 
the council at its pleasure. Said clerk shall attend the coun- 
cil when in session, keep a journal of the proceedings, and 
perform such other services in said capacity as the council 
may reqaire ; and he shall deliver all records, books and 
papers in his hands to his successor in office immediately 
upon such successor being qualified. 

SECTION VII. 

Each board of the city council shall keep a record of its sao bond

proceedmgB, may determine its rules of order, may judge of proceedingB 
the election and qualification .of its members, and in case of 
the failure of an election, or of a vacancy in the board, shall 
order a new election ; a quoram for business in each board 
shall consist of a majority thereof ; and the yeas and nays 
upon any vote shaU be entered upon tiie record at the re- 
quest, in the board of aldermen, of one member, and in the 
common council of two members thereof. Siud boards shall 
make snch joint rules as may be necessary for the 1 
tion of snch business as shall require concnrrent action. 
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SECTION VIII. 



cit; Council to Claube 1. The city council sball tranaact its baeineBS 
brooDcuirentTou by coDCurrdQt T0t6B. It may make ordinances, rules and 
by-IawB for the government of the city, the management of 
its prudential affairs, and for the good order of its people, 
and provide punishment for breaches thereof, in like manner 
as towns and town and city councils are authorized to do by 
general law, and as the town of Woonsocket is specially 
authorized to do by any act or act« of the general assembly. 
City Council to Clausk 2. The city council may levy and collect taxes 

for all purposes for which towns and cities are authorized 
to levy and collect taxes, and appropriate and expend the 
same aa they are or may be authorized by law ; provided, 
however, that the expenditure of the moneys appropriated 
for pnblic schools shall be by and under the direction of the 
school committee of said city in the same manner that the 
school committee of the town of Woonsocket have hereto- 
fore had direction of like expenditures in said town ; and 
the said city council shall take care that no money be paid 
from the treasury unless authorized by law, and granted and 
appropriated by the city council ; and it shall secure a jnet 
and proper accountability therefor by requiring bond with 
sufficient surety from every person entrusted with the receipt, 
. custody and disbursement of money. 
Ciiy Council to Ci.aD8K 3. The city council shall have the care and 
jitopenp "' " '' management of all the property of the city, excepting that 
the care and management of all school property of the city 
shall be in the school committee ; the city council may pur- 
chase or receive any real or personal property necessary or 
useful to the city in the exercise of the powers granted to 
it; and it may let or sell such parts thereof as it may de- 
termine. 
City Council to CLAUSE 4. The citycouncil shall not expend any money 
m^e ^uaf "re^ ^'^^ incur any liability on behalf of the city except in the 
^'* execution of powers and the performance of duties author- 

ized by law ; and it shall, as often as once a year, cause to 
be published for the information of the people a general re- 
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port ot the condition of the city affairs and a particular ac- 
count of all the receipts and expenditures of money, with a 
schedule of the city property and debts. 

Clacbk 6. The city council may by ordinance determine otncera ot city 
what oiiicera are necessary for the administration of the 
affairs of the city and fix their compensation. 

Clause 6. Elections to office not otherwise provided for officers elected by 
shall bo made by concurrent votes, and in such elections, at 
the request of one-flfth of the members present in either (Amended) 
board, the name of the person voted for by each member 
of such board shall be entered on the records thereof. 

Claetse 7. The city council may by concurrent vote of city Council may 
three-fifths of the members elected to each board remove cause 
from office for incapacity or misconduct any officer elected 
or appointed by thera. 

Clausb 8. The city council may impose punishment for aty Council to 
the violation of any ordinance of the city by fine not ex- vioTation ot ordi- 
ceeding twenty dollars or by imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days. 

Clause 9. The aldermen and members of the common 
coundl shall serve without pay ; and no member of either 
board during the time for which he has been elected, shall 
be eligible to any office of profit or trust by election or ap- 
pointment of the city council. 

SECTION rx. 

AH officers under this act, unless otherwise provided by 
law, and all officers chosen or appointed by virtue of any 
ordinance under the same, shall hold office during the cur- 
rent municipal year for which they may be elected or ap- 
pointed, and until their successors are chosen or appointed, 
and qualified in their stead ; and all vacancies shall be filled 
for the remainder of the year. 

SECTION X. 

The city council shall annually, in the month of January, 
elect a city clerk, who shall perform all such dutdes as may 
be prescribed by law, by the city council, or by the board of 
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aldermen. He shall be clerk of the board of aldermen, and 
of the city council when in convention. He shall keep a 
record of their proceedings, and shall deliver all records, 
books and papers in his charge as city clerk to hia succeaBor 
in office immediately upoa anch successor beiog qualified. 
He shall also perform all other duties and esercise all the 
powers by law incumbent apon or vested in town or' city 
clerks. 

SECTION XI. 

The city council sliall annually, in the pionth of January, 
elect a city treasurer, a judge of probata, a city solicitor, a 
city auditor, a collector of taxes and as many commisaionera 
of highways and overseers of the poor as the council shall 
by ordinance determine. And shall from time to time elect 
sucb other municipal officers as are or may be required by 
law, or which shall be provided for by the ordinances of the 
city council, or may be needed to execute and enforce the 
ordinances, regulations and orders of the council, and may 
at any time fill all vacancies that may occur in said offices. 

SECTION XII. 

Clause 1. The city council, in the month of January, 
after its first organization under this act, shall elect five as- 
sessors of taxes, one to hold office for one year, two for two 
years, and two for three years, who altogether shall be the 
board of assessors of taxes; and said council shall annually 
thereafter, in the month of January, elect one or two asses- 
sors of taxes, according as the vacancy or vacancies shall then 
occur, who shall hold the office for three years. 

Cladse 2. The city council, in the month of January, 
after its first organization under this act, shall elect a school 
committee to consist of nine members, three of which mem- 
bers shall hold office for one year, three for two years, and 
three for three years; and said council shall annually there- 
after, in the month of January, elect three members of the 
school committee to fill the vacancy then occurring, who 
shall hold the office for three years. 
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Cladbb 3. The city council, in the month of January, 
after the first ot^anizatioa under this act, shall elect three 
water commisaionen, one to hold ofiice for one year, one for 
two years, and one for three years, who t<^ether shall be the 
board of water commiBsioners ; said council shall annually 
thereafter, in the month of January, elect one water com- 
missiooer to fill the vacancy then occurring, who shall hold 
office for three years. 

Clause 4. The city council may at any time fill a va- 
cancy that may occur in either of said three boards for the 
remainder of the term. 

SECTION XIII. 

The district court of the twelfth judicial district shall have 
original jurisdiction of all suits and complaints for offenses 
against the by-laws, ordinances and r^ulations of said city 
of Woonsocket where the penalties do not exceed the juris- 
diction of that court as established by law, and the court 
may enter such judgment and award such sentence as may 
be conformable to law ; and to all intents and for all pnr- 
poses whatsoever the district conrt of the twelfth judicial 
district, from and after the time when this act shall take 
effect, shall have the same jurisdiction in the city of Woon- 
socket as it had in said town of Woonsocket, with all and 
singnlar the same rights, powers and jarisdictions that it had 
in said town of Woonsocket 

SECTION XIV. 

The territory and population of the present town of 
Woonsocket is hereby divided into five wards, and the 
boundaries of said wards shall be as follows : 

(a) All that part of said town southerly and westerly 
of the Blackstone river and east of the line starting from 
the Bernon pond, so-called, at a point due north from the 
junction of Logee street with Front street, thence running 
due south to said junction of said streets ; thence south- 
westerly with said Front street to the first angle therein at 
land now owned by William H. Baxter ; thence sonthwesterly 
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in a direct line to the junction of Voee and Fifth. streets; 
thence southwesterly with said Fifth street to the town line, 
shall be known as the First ward. 

{b) All that part of said town southerly and westeriy 
of said river and west of said line' above described shaU be 
known as the Second ward. 

(c) All that part of said town north of siud river and 
south of a line beginning at a point in River street at the 
bridge over the Blackstone river; thence ranniag southerly 
with said street to its junction with Verry street; thence 
easterly with Verry street to the junction of Harris avenue ; 
thence easterly with Harris avenue ; and thence with Rail- 
road street to Arnold street; thence northerly with Arnold 
street to Blackstone street; thence easterly with Blackstone 
street to Monument square ; thence southerly through said 
square, and then along Main street to the Providence and 
Worcester railroad; thence with the last named railroad 
easterly to the Blackstone river, shall be known as the Third 
ward. 

(d) All that part of said town north of said last men- 
tioned line and westerly at a line beginning at the Black- 
stone river at a point where Peters river empties into said 
Blackstone river ; thence with said Peters river to Cumber- 
land street ; thence northerly with said Cumberland street 
to Rathbun street; thence with said Ratbbnn street and 
with a line in continuation of the same to the state line, 
shall be known as the Fourth ward. 

(e) All that part of the town east of the Blackstone 
river, aad easterly and southerly of sMd last mentioned line, 
shall be known as the Fifth ward. 

{/) It is understood and intended that by line of street 
or river is meant in all cases the center line thereof. 

SECTION XV. 

Elections of city and state officers, including justices of 
the peace, members of congress and presidential electors, 
shall be made in ward meetings, which shall be warned and 
notified by the city clerk, who shall cause notices, sbating 
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the time and place for Buch election and the officers to be 
ohoaeD, to be posted up at least seven dajs before such elec- 
tioD, in three public places io each ward respectively, and 
shall give such other notice thereof as the city council shall 
order; and the place for holding such election shall be de- 
termined by the board of aldermen, provided that the first 
election under this act shall be warned and notified by the 
clerli of the town of WooDSOcket in the manner hereinbe- 
fore provided. 

SECTION XVI. 

Clause I. The electors resident in each ward qualified 
to vote for general officers shall, on the Tuesday nest after 
the first Monday in November in each year, give in their 
votes in their respective wards for a mayor, and also for a 
warden and ward clerk, to hold their respective ofiices of 
mayor, warden, and ward clerk for one year. 

Clause 2. The electors resident in each ward qualified 
to vote in the city election for the city council of swd city, 
shall, on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber of each year, give in their votes in their respective 
wards for one alderman and three commoD councilmen resi- 
dent in such ward, to hold their ofiices respectively for one 
year. 

Clause 3. The term of office of each of the before- 
named officers shall commence on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary then neit ensuing, and they shall hold their respective 
offices until their successors shall be elected and qualified. 

SECTION XVII. 

At least ten days before any election aforesaid, the mayor 
and board of aldermen of said city shall appoint two super- 
visors of election for each ward in said city, who shall be of 
Opposite political parties, to-wit : one a republican the other 
a democrat; and it shall be the duty of said supervisors of 
election to be present at the opening and at the closing of 
the polls at said election in the ward for which they shall be 
respectively appointed and duiing the time the same shall be 
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kept opsa and shall personalty Bupervise the opening of the 
ballot boxes and the envelopves therein contained, and shall 
Hupervise the sorting, counting, certifying, sealing up and 
returning of the ballots cast in said ward ; and they shall 
make return, by joint or separate report, to the returning 
board or boards to whom said ballots are by law required to 
be returned, setting forth that they have performed the sev- 
eral duties herein required of them, and may make statement 
of such other facts relating to the premises as they may deem 
proper to bring to the attention of said returning board. 
E^h of said supervisors of election shall be sworn to the 
faithful diachai^e of said duties, and shall receive such com- 
pensation for his services as may be from time to time fixed 
by the city council of said city. Any vacancy existing 
among said supervisors of elections between the time of 
their appointment as aforesaid and the time when they are 
required to perform their said daties, may be filled by the 
mayor of said city: But nothing in this section contained 
shall be so construed as to relieve the warden and ward clerks 
of s^d city from any of the duties or liabilities by law re- 
quired or imposed upon them as such officers. 

SECTION XVIII. 

Clause 1. All the ballots cast as aforesaid shall be 
sorted, counted and certified by the warden and ward clerk, 
and sealed up and directed in open ward meeting to the city 
clerk, and be forthwith delivered to him, who shall deliver 
them to the board of aldermen, and they shall be opened and 
counted by said board within forty-eight hours after the 
closing of the polls ; and said board shall forthwith declare 
the result of such election, and shall cause written notices to 
be given to such persons as may have been elected to said 
offices. 

Claitsb 2. In case of failure to elect any officer under 
the provisions of this act, or in case any officer shall die be- 
fore qualifying, or shall neglect to qualify, or shall refuse to 
accept the office to which he is elected, the board of alder- 
men shall order the city clerk to issue his warrant for another 
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electJOD to fill the vaoaaoy, and so on from time to time until 
all of such offices shall have been filled; and if a vacancy 
Bhall occur by death or otherwise in the office of mayor, or 
in the board of aldermen, the board of aldermen shall order 
the city clerk to issue his varrant for an election to fill the 
vacancy. But in case no election has been made of any one 
or more of the common council at the time of the oi^aniza- 
tion thereof on the first Monday of January in each year, or 
if a vacancy shall occur in said board at any time during the 
year, said board shall order the city clerk to call a meeting to 
fill SQch vacancy, and be shall call such meeting accordingly ; 
provided, however, that at the first election held under this 
act, before the organization of the government under the 
same, the town council shall do all things that are by this 
sectioD authorized to be done by the board of aldermen, and 
the town clerk shall do all things that are by this section 
aatborized to be done by the city clerk. 

SECTION XIX. 
The aldermen and common councU men-elect shall meet in inauguiaiion 
the town clerk's office or in such other place as the city coun- wbt^'^befd 

cil may determine, on the first Monday in January in each 
year, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon. The board of aldermen 
shall be called to order by the mayor-elect, or in bis absence 
by the oldest senior member ; the common councilmen- elect 
shall be called to order by the oldest senior member ; and 
upon the appearance of a quorum of each board, they 
shall meet in convention, when the oath of office shall be 
administered to the mayor-elect, if he be present, by the re- 
tiring mayor, or by any person authorized by law to admin- 
ister oaths, and afterwards the oath required by law shall be 
administered to the aldermen and common councilmen by 
the mayor, or by some other person authorized by law to ad- 
minister oaths, and a certificate that such oath has been 
taken shall be entered in the records of each board respec- 
tively by their several clerks. Whenever at such time no 
person shall have been elected mayor, or if the person elected 
mayor shall refuse to take the office or shall be absent^ the 
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aldermen preaeot shall elect a president for the time being, 
wtio shall perform all the duties of the mayor, until the 
mayor elected shall be present, or until the vacancy has been 
filled by an election, and the city council shall thereupon be 
organized and proceed with its business as if the mayor was 
present 

SECTION XX. 

Clause 1. All ordinances, rules and regulations made 
by the town of Woonsocket, or by the town council thereof, 
which may be in force at the time of the organization of the 
government of said city under this act, shall be and remain 
in full force in the same way that they would have been had 
this act not been passed, until they shall be modified or re- 
pealed by the city council, and prosecutions and auita under 
and by virtue thereof may be commenced, or prosecuted to 
final judgment and execution for the same uses and purposes 
as if this act had not been passed ; and nothing in this act 
shall be so construed as to impart any right which hpa ac- 
crued, or to discharge any obligation which has been made 
in favor of or against the town of Woonsocket otherwise 
than is herein specially provided. 

Clause 2. All persons, except the town council, hold- 
ing office under said town, whether by authority of law, or 
by the ordinances thereof, shall continue to hold their re- 
spective offices under the government hereby created until 
their successors have been chosen or appointed in their place. - 

Clause 3. The town council and other town officers 
elected or appointed in the year 1888, before or after the 
passage of this act, in case this act shall be accepted by the 
town, shall hold office until the city council and other city 
officers herein provided shall have been chosen and qualified 
to act. 

Clause 4. The school committee shall make their an- 
nual report to the city council at such a time as may be re- 
quired by ordinance ; they shall annually elect a superin- 
tendent of public schools, who shall not be a member of the 
school committee, and whose compensation shall be fixed by 
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the city council, to be paid out of the money appropriated 
for public schools ; and said committee shall otherwise be 
charged with all the duties, and have all the privil^es which 
the school committee of the town had and were chained 
with at the time of the passage of this act. 

SECTION XXI. 

In all matters relating to its public indebtedness and the mdebtediiess 
assessment of its ratable property, the city of Woonsocket " puEiio"iiw8 
shall be subject to the limitations prescribed in Sections IT 
and 18 of Chapter 34 of the Public Statutes; provided, 
however, that any and all assessments, indebtedness and ap- 
propriations heretofore and hereafter made and incurred on 
account of the public water works therein, the state tax, the 
slaking funds and for interest, shall be excepted, and all as- 
sessments and tax lists due and incoming within the fiscal 
year may be deducted, in determining the limitations afore- 
said. 

SECTION XXII. 

The school districts now established in the towJi of Woon- school dunicta 
socket shall remain the same : with the same rights and lia- 
bilities that they would have if this act had not gone into 
effect. 

SECTION XXIII. 

The town clerk of the town of Woonsocket shall, in the Frorision for 
warrant by him issued for the election of electors of Preei- " »^cit" charw?' 
dent and Vice-President of the United States on the Tues- 
day next after the first Monday in November, A. I). 1888, 
notify and warn, as provided by law, the qualified voters of 
the town of Woonsocket to meet at the usual voting place 
in said town on the day last aforesaid, there to cast their 
ballots for or against the acceptance of this act, and such 
notice and warning inserted in the warrant issued by the 
town clerk before the passage of this act for the calling and 
warning of said meeting shall be a sufiicient compliance 
with this provision. He shall provide a sufiicient number of 
ballots for the voters in said town with the following words

CHAPTEB 1. 
ORDINANCES— OENERAL PROVISIONS. 



Section 1. The enacting style of all ordinances of the Enacting style 
city of WoonBocket shall be, " It is ordained by the city 
conncil of the city of WoonBOcket as follows :" 

Skc. 2. Tiie city clerk shall number in Arabic numerals How to be num- 
all ordinances as ChapteiB consecutively in the order of their 
adoption from the number of the last chapter of the City 
Ordinances as herein revised. 

Sec. 3. All ordinances hereafter enacted by the city ordiuMioeB to be 
council shall be published by the city clerk in a suitable form liBbed 
for the use of the city council and officers of the city govern- 
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ment, and for general diBtiibutioa as bood as practicable after 
their enactment and uoleae otberwiae Bpecially ordered, he 
shall cause said ordinances to be published in a newspaper 
or newspapers published in the city of Wooneocket at least 
twice within two weeks aft«r enactment. Bnt this section 
and Section 2 of this chapter are directory only, and a fail- 
ure to comply with the same Bitall not affect the validity of 
any ordinance. J^ovided, however, that the passage of this 
ordinance shall be deemed a sufficient publication thereof. 

Sec. 4. All fines and penalties for the violation of any 
of the ordinances of the city shall be recoverable by com- 
plaint and warrant or by other proper legal process and when 
recovered shall inure to the use of the city, unless it be 
otherwise directed by the laws of the state, or the ordinances 
of the city. 

Sec. 5. All ordinances in amendment of or in addition 
to any chapter of the city ordinances shall contain the title 
thereof, reference to the number and name of the chapter to 
which the same is an amendment or addition. 

Sec. 6. All expenses attending the publication of any 
and all ordinances of the city enacted for the benefit of or 
in behalf of any person, firm or corporation shall be paid 
by such person, firm or corporation respectively, and the 
publication thereof shall be procured by such person, firm 
or corporation in the manner and at the times provided in 
Section 3 of this chapter. 

Sec. 7. Whoever violates a provision of any ordinance 
of the city shall, unless other provision is made, be liable 
to a penalty of not lees than one nor more than twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 

Sec. 8. When anything is prohibited in an ordinance 
not only the person actually doing the prohibited thing, but 
also the employers and all other persons concerned therein, 
shall be liable to the penalty prescribed. 

Sec. 9. Words imparting the singular shall include the 
plural, words imparting the plural shall include the singular, 
and words imparting the masculine gender shall include 
females and boards of the city.

Sec. 10. The word "street" sball include all public 
ways, alleys, lanee, couvts and sidewalks, and those parts 
of public places which form the travelled parts of high- 
ways. 

Sec. 11. The word "owner" applied to a bnilding or 
land shall include any part owner, joint owner, tenant 
in common, or joint tenant of the whole, or of a part of 
such bnilding or land. 

Sec. 12. The word "tenant" or "occapant" applied 
to a building or land, shall' include any person who occupies 
the whole or a part of such building or land, either alone 
or with others.

CHAPTER 3. 



FINANCE AND ACCODKTS.

Section 1 . The floancial year of the city of Woonsocket 
shall begin on the first day of December and end on the 
30th day of November next following, and all general ap- 
propriations made during such financial year shall expire 
on said last mentioned day. 

Sec. i. In evei7 financial year the specific appropria- 
tions for the several objects ennmerated in the ordinance 
or resolution making appropriations for such year, shall be 
deemed the entire amount to be expended during such finan- 
cial year by the several committees having charge of the 
reepective appropriations and after the passage of such 
ordinance or resolution no expenditures shall be authorized 
for any object, unless there be sofBcient money in the treas- 
ury unappropriated to meet such expenditures, unless provis- 
ions for the payment thereof eball be made by transfer from 
some of the appropriations already made, or by directing 
the city treasurer to borrow the money required therefor. 

Sec. 3. Whenever in any financial year, necessity shall 
require in any department of the city government the ex- 
penditure of any sum of money in excess of the appropria- 
tion made therefor the committee of the city council author- 
ized to expend said appropriation shall present to the city 
council a detailed statement, written or printed, of the rea- 
sons for further expenditures and the objects for which such 
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expend itnrea are required, and the amonnt that will be re- 
quired therefor ; and do new contract shall be made nor any 
such additional expenditure authorized unless by vote of the 
city council making full provisions for the payment thereof ; 
and no debt shall be created, nor shall any transfer be made 
from one appropriation to another on account of such addi- 
tional expenditure, until auch detailed statement shall have 
been presented to the city council and approved by them. 

Sbc. 4. No money shall be paid out of the city treasury, 
except in the cases provided in this chapter, unless the ex- 
penditnreB or the terms of the contract shall be vouched by 
the head of the department, and a majority of the commit- 
tee or commission under whose authority the same has been 
authorized to be made, nor unless the same shall have been 
examined by the city auditor, and approved by the commit- 
tee on accounts and drawn for by the mayor ; provided, how- 
ever, that the weekly payrolls and bills for labor or services 
shall be paid by the city treasurer after bein^ examined and 
approved by the city auditor, and the same shall be approved 
by the committee on accounts and drawn for by the mayor 
once each month ; and provided, further, that in all cases 
when it is necessary for money to be paid in advance for 
contracts made, or for work begun but not completed, the 
mayor may, upon being satisfied of such necessity draw 
upon the city treasurer for the amount thus required to be 
advance(>, not exceeding three hundred dollars in any one 
order, which draft may be paid by the city treasurer after 
having been conntersigned by the city auditor. 

S»c. 5. Whenever any bill against the city is allowed 
by the committee on accounts, the city auditor shall charge 
the same to the proper appropriation ; and the same, and 
every schednle of bills approved by the committee shall be 
signed by every member of the committee present at the 
meeting when it is, or they are approved and allowed ; and 
said claims and schedules, being approved by the mayor, 
shall be presented to the city treasurer who is hereby directed 
to pay the same. 
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Sec. 6. The committee on accounts shall meet at least 
once in each month, and oftener when necessary ; they shall 
examine and, if they approve them, shall pass all bills and 
accoantB i^;ainst the city which shall be certified to or au- 
dited by the city auditor ; if and whenever any bill or ac- 
count shall be presented to the committee with the city 
auditor's objections thereto, the committee shall pass or re- 
ject it or in lieu thereof may refer it to the city council for 
its action. 

Sec. 7. The city auditor shall during the firat ten days 
of each fiscal year, audit all just accounts for purchases 
made for and services rendered to the city, and all demands 
against the city due and unpaid on the last day of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, which accounts and demands, after being 
approved and ordered paid in the manner provided in Sec- 
tion 4, shall be paid by the city treasurer and chained in 
the city treasurer's account for the preceding fiscal year. 

Sec. 8. If the city auditor shall have any doubt con- 
cerning the validity or justice of any account or bill pre- 
sented to him he shall refer the same with hie objections 
thereto, to the committee on accounts for their decision 
thereon, and if said committee shall allow any such bill or 
account, notwithstanding the said objections of the city 
auditor, he shall then certify the same as having been al- 
lowed by the committee on accounts notwithstanding his ob- 
jection b. . 

Sec. 9. The city auditor shall annually on or before the 
iii-at Monday in January present to the city council a schedule 
of all property of the city, the condition thereof, and if any 
part of the city's property be leased, he shall state to whom 
and for what time, and at what rent the same is leased, and 
when the lease or leases will respectively expire; he shall 
also accompany such schedule with an inventory and fair 
valuation of all the personal property belonging to the city, 
with the names of all persons respectively having charge or 
possession of the same or any part thereof. And every 
person having charge, possession or control of any such per- 
sonal property shall on or before the first Monday in each 
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year, present to the citj auditor a detailed slatemeDt of all 
Buch property and a fair valaation thereof by items. 

Skc. 10. The city auditor, on or before the first Monday 
in January in each year, shall present to the city council a 
printed estimate of the amounts of money necessary to be 
raised during the current financial year, under the heads of 
the respective appropriations, and shall also at the same 
time and in like manner present a tabulated estimate of the 
receipts of the city for the current financial year, from all 
sources other than taxes ; and the several standing commit- 
tees of the city council shall furnish to the city auditor, on 
or before the fifteenth day of December in each year, such 
detailed estimates of the amounts required for their several 
departments for the current fiscal year, as may be required 
of them by the city auditor ; and the heads of the several 
departments of the city government shall furnish to said 
standing committees of the city council such estimates of 
the Deeds of their respective departments for the current 
fiscal year, and at such times, as the said standing commit- 
tees may require. 

Skc. 11. Whenever the office of city auditor shall be 
vacant by death, resignation or other cause, and whenever the 
city auditor shall be unable to perform the duties of his offlce 
by reason of sickness, absence or otlier disability, the mayor 
may appoint a city auditor, pro tempore, who shall hold the 
office, unless sooner removed by the mayor, until the vacancy 
be filled by the city council or until such disability shall 
cease, as the case may be. The city auditor, pro tempore, 
so appointed shall have all the powers and be subject to all 
the duties appertaiuiug to such ofiice, and shall be engaged 
to the faithful discharge of the duties thereof, and the mayor 
shall report to the city council at the firat meeting of either 
branch thereof after such appointment, the name of the 
person so appointed. 

Sbc. 12. Whenever a contract is made by any officer of 
the city government, or by any committee or commission ap- 
pointed by the city council or either branch thereof, for work 
to be done, or articles and materials furnished for the city. 
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such officer, committee or commiseion sbBll deposit with the 
city anditor the contract itself or a certified copy thereof, 
before any paymeots shall be made thereon ; to the end that 
the city auditor may see that the payments are made in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the contract ; provided that the 
provisions of this section shall not apply to contracts for 
the coDstruction of water works for the city. 

Sec. 13. All bills, claims, accounts and demands against 
the city shall fully and clearly state in detail what they are 
for, and if for materials furnished or goods sold, shall 
state when and where and to whom they were delivered, and 
if for work done or services rendered, shall state when and 
where the same were so done or rendered, and the city audi- 
tor shall receive all such bills and accounts and examine the 
same by items, aud when satisfied of their correctness and 
validity shall certify thereto on each bill and account. 

Sec. 14. The city treasurer shall make up his account - 
annually, for the financial year ending on the thirtieth day 
of November in each year, and including the items men- 
tioned in Section 7, which account shall be audited by the 
city auditor and shall be presented to the city council on 
the first Monday in January next following the fiscal year 
which it covers ; and said account, t(^ether with the annual 
report of the city auditor, shall be i-eferred to and exam- 
ined by the committee on finance, who shall report thereon 
to, the city council. 

Sec. 15. The city treasurer is hereby directed to pay 
any final judgment against the city whenever the same shall 
have been certified to by the city solicitor, and to pay any 
city note, bond, coupon or interest which now is or shall 
hereafter become due and payable, out of any money which 
may be in the treasury appropriated or not appropriated, at 
the time said judgment, note, bond, coupon or interest shall 
become due. 

Sec. 16. The city treasurer shall present to each branch 
of the city council, at its regular monthly meeting, a printed 
statement of all appropriations, the amounts expended 
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therefrom, and the unexpended balances of said appropria- 
tione. 

Sec, 17. Whenever it shall be necessary or expedient 
in order to provide funds for the payment of any city note, 
bond or other obligation wliich now is or shall hereafter become 
dae and payable, the city treasurer, under the direction of 
the committee on finance, is hereby authorized to issne the 
notes or bonds or other obligations of the city, to an amount 
required by the exigency aforesaid, all of which shall be 
signed by him and countersigned by the mayor and the 
chairman of said committee, payable upon fixed days with 
or without interest. 

Sec. 18. Whenever any bills, money or account of any 
kind, excepting taxes, the income of the water works and 
curbing bills, are or shall become due to the city, the city 
treasurer shall forthwith demand payment thereof, and 
in case any such bills, money or accounts remain unpaid 
more than thirty days after such demand, he shall de- 
liver the same to the city solicitor for collection ; and the 
city solicitor shall report and pay to the city treasurer all 
such collections made by him. 

Sec. 19. The city treasurer is hereby authorized and 
empowered to sell at public auction annually, in November, 
any lost or stolen property or property recovered or found 
by, or which has otherwise come into the possession of the 
police force of the city, which has not been claimed by the 
owners thereof within two years prior to the first day of 
September in any year ; said treasnrer first giving notice of 
said proposed sale by advertisement thereof, at least once 
each week, for two successive weeks prior to the time of 
such sale, in at least one of the public newspapers published 
in said city ; and the proceeds of such sale, after the pay- 
ment of the expenses thereof shall be paid into the treasury 
of said city. 

Each department of the city government shall 
render to the city treasurer on the first day of December in

Sec. 21. It shall be the duty of the officer having charge 
of any department of the city government, excepting the 
water works, in which any indebtedness to the city shall 
accrue, nor later than one month there afterwards to make 
out and file with the city treasurer accounts thereof, and to 
send to the persons so indebted copies thereof, with notices 
that said accounts are due and payable to the city treasurer. 

Sbc. 22. No purchases shall be made by any department 
of the city government for or on account of the city of 
Woonsocket between the first day of December, in each 
year, and the fifteenth day of January next following, un- 
less such purchases shall be absolutely necessary for the 
proper working of the department between such dates. 

Sec. 23. In each year the several depailments of the 
city government may be continued from the close of the 
fiscal year to the second Monday in February next succeed- 
ing at the rate of expenditure authorized by the appropria- 
tions respectively made for said departments for the pre- 
ceding fiscal year ; and the bills and accounts against the 
city, covering the interest mentioned may be audited, ap- 
proved and paid in the manner hereinbefore provided for 
paying the ordinary expenses of the city, and the said pay- 
ments shall be charged to the respective appropriations to be 
made for the current flscal year. 

Sec. 24. All persons who shall at any time receive any 
money on behalf of the city, or belonging to the city, shall 
immediately after the receipt of said money pay the same 
into the city treasury, except when otherwise specially pro- 
vided by law. 

Sec. 25. All officers now by law anIhoriBed to receive 
fees or money or by law required to make returns of the 
same under oath, shall on or before the third day of each 
month make a detailed return, under oath to the city treas- 
urer, of all fees or money received by them during the pre- 
ceding month, and shall at the same time, pay the same 
into the city treasury. 
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CHAPTER 4. 

CITY CONTRACTS. 

Section 1. All contracts made by an officer, committee, 
commissioners or boards appointed by the city council shall 
be in writing, signed by said officer, committee, commia- 
sioners or boards or a majority thereof, and execnted in 
triplicate, one of which triplicates shall be kept by said 
ofQcer, committee, commissioners or boards, one to the city 
anditor, and one to the contractor, and no such contract 
shall be executed unless good and satisfactory security for 
the faithful performance of the same shall be given by the 
contractor, and approved by said officer, committee, com- 
missioners or boards or a majority thereof. Said officer, 
committee, commissioners or boards when not otherwise au- 
thorized by the city council, and when the sum involved will 
probably amount to two hundred dollars or more, shall ad- 
vertise in one or more newspapers in the city of Woonsocket, 
and in such other places as he or they may think best, for 
sealed proposals for all such contracts, specifying the time 
and place where such proposals shall be received ; and such 
proposals in order to be received and acted upon shall set 
forth a specified sum- or price to be paid for all labor or ma- 
terials, or for either without condition, limitation or altera- 
tion, and shall be accompanied by a bond satisfactory to 
said officer, committee, commissioners or boards, condi- 
tioned for the faithful execution of the proposal, if the same 
shall be accepted ; nor shall the contents of any proposal he 
made known, except to said officer, committee, commis- 
sioners or boards until after a contract shall have been 
made; provided that said officer, committee, commission- 
ers or boards may, in his or its discretion, reject any or all 
such proposals, and no contract shall be made at a higher 
price than that of the lowest responsible bidder and no con- 
tract shall be assigned without the written consent of said

without an express rote of the city council assenting there- 
to, and any and all contracts, bargains, sales or agreements 
made in violation of this section shall be utterly void as to 
the city. 

CHAPTER 5. 
AND COLLECTION OF TAXES. 



Section 1, The board of assessors of taxes of the city 
of Woonsocket shall oi^anize not later than the flrst Mon- 
day in March in each year by the election of one of their 
members as chairman, A clerk of the board of assessors 
of taxes shall be annually elected by the city council in the 
month of January, who shall not be a member of said board. 
Such clerk shall have the custody of all books, schedules, 
memoranda, papers and records pertaining to the office of 
the board of assessors of taxes and shall be responsible for 
their safe keeping. He shall promptly perform al! such 
duties as may be from time to time required of him by said 
board or by either member thereof. 
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Sec. 2. The board of asseasors of taxea shall annually 
at the time named by the city council by resolution or ordi- 
nance in each year asaeas and levy npon all the property 
taxable within and by the city, at the full and fair cash 
yalnation of all said property, all such taxee aa shall or may 
be ordered by the city council, and in such manner aa shall 
be conformable to law. They shall make and keep a sched- 
ule of all taxable real estate within the city, and of all the 
personal and mixed estate taxable by the city. In the 
schedules of aaid real, peraonal and mixed estate, the said 
board of asaessora of taxea ahall properly locate and aepa- 
rately appraiae each several pareel of said taxable property, 
with such other information and memoranda concerning the 
same as they may deem of value for the future conduct of 
this department of the city government. 

Sec. 3. The collector of taxes shall collect all tax lists 
and other legal aaseaamenta committed to him for collection, 
and without any delay therein that can be avoided, and shall 
promptly pay all said collections into the city treasury as by 
law and ordinance required. 



CHAPTER 6. 
ABATEMENT OF TAXES. 



Duties of Tax 



All claims for the abatement of taxes as- 
sessed by the city or by the town of Woonaocket shall be 
presented to the board of aldermen and said board of alder- 
men is hereby authorized and empowered to abate the whole 
or any part of any tax or taxes so sought to be abated as 
said board shall deem the merits of each caae to require. 

Sec. 2. Upon the abatement of any tax or taxes under 
the provisions of Section 1, the clerk of the board of alder- 
men shall make duplicate certtflcatea thereof and the amounts 
so abated including Intereat, which certificates shall be at- 
tested by the city clerk and countersigned by the mayor ; 
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tbe said clerk shall thereupon deliver one of said certificates 
to the collector of taxes who has in his hands for collection 
the tax or taxes bo abated, and shall deliver the other of 
said certificates to the city treasurer ; and tbe sum or sums 
80 abated and certified shall be credited to said collector in 
the settlement of hie accounts with the city treasurer. 

Sec. 3. If the tax so abated has been previously paid 
into the city treasury a like certificate from the city clerk 
to the city treasurer shall be a anflBcient warrant for the re- 
payment, by the city treasurer, of the amount so abated and 
certified, to the person in whose favor such certificate shall 
be drawn. 



CHAPTER 7. 



Joint Knles and Joint Committees of the City Conneil. 



Joint StandliiK 
Committees of 
City Council 



Section 1. There shall be annually appointed by the 
city council immediately after organization of tbe city gov- 
ernment, tbe following joint standing committees who shall 
hold their offices until the expiration of the current munici- 
pal year, viz. : A committee on finance, a committee on 
highways, a committee on education, a committee on fire 
department, a committee on city property, a committee on 
police, a committee on ordinances, a committee on claims, 
a committee on printing, a committee on sewers, a commit- 
tee on railroads, a committee on cemeteries, a committee on 
Street lights, and a committee on water, each of which shall 
consist of three membere of the common council and one 
alderman ; also a committee on city debt, which shall con- 
sist of the mayor, the president of tbe board of aldermen, 
the president of the common council, the chairman of tbe 
joint standing committee on finance and one member of the 
common council to be appointed by tbe president thereof. 

The board of aldermen shall constitute the advising com- 
mittee on bridges, and the said board shall cause all the 
public bridges to be kept in good repair, but shall not build 
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any new bridge nor expend in any one year npon any bridge 
a sum exceeding five fanndred dollars unless empowered to 
do so by the city council. 

Sec. 2. Joint committees, whether standing or special, 
shall have power to elect their own chairman and in 
default of such election the member first named on the com- 
mittee shall be the chairman thereof, and in case of his 
resignation or inability the other members in the order in 
which they are named shall act as chairman. 

Sec. 3. Joint standing committees shall cause records 
of their proceedings to be kept in a book provided by the 
city for that purpose and no record shall be received unless 
agreed to in the committee actually assembled. 

Sec. 4. Every joint committee to whom any subject 
shall have been referred shall make report thereon within 
four weeks to tbe branch making such reference or shall ask 
for further time ; and all joint special committees shall re- 
port to the city council at least once in three months the 
condition of the matter referred to them ; and shall also 
annually, in the month of January, make to the city coun- 
cil a fall report of the matter referred to them and shall 
thereupon be ipso facto discharged from the further consid- 
eration of the matter referred to them, unless they shall by 
joint resolution be continued as such special committee. 

Sec. 5. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
council shall be written in a fair hand on separate sheets of 
paper and shall be suitably endorsed by the member pre- 
senting same ; and no other endorsement or report of any 
kind shall be made on reports, memorials or other papers 
which may be referred to any joint committee, except such 
, as may be made by the clerk of either board of the city 
council. All reports shall be signed by the writer thereof - 
nnless otherwise ordered by the committee. No report of 
any committee shall be received, recommending the expen- 
diture of money unless it shall contain a careful estimate of 
the amount required. 

Sbc. fi. When any matter is referred to a joint commit- 
tee the city clerk shall furnish the clerk of such committee 
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with the copj of the origioal of all notes and papers per- 
taining to the subject matter referred within forty-eight 
honre. No committee shall enter into an; contract with 
an; of its members, nor purchase, nor authorize the pur- 
chase of any Article of any such member. 

Bill* to be See. 7. No chairman of any joint committee shall audit 

apptoveu ' 

or approve any bill or account against the city for services 
or supplies unless the same shall bave been ordered by the 
committee, nor shall he approve any bill or account except 
by vote of the committee. 
Joint commictee ^^^* ^' There sbatl be elected annually in the month of 
OTAcoonnto to be January, by ballot, in each branch of the city council a joint 
committee on accounts to consist of two on the part of the 
board of aldermen and three on the part of the common 
council, whose duty it shall be to meet once each month and 
&B much oftener as may be expedient. 
Duties of Com- Seo. 9. The joint Standing committees aforesaid respec- 
tively shall have all the powers and execute all the dnties 
that may be from time to time specially given to or reqaired 
from them by the concurrent vote of the city council. In 
addition thereto the said committees shall be severally 
charged witb the general matters and duties hereinafter re- 
spectively assigned to them, unless otherwise specially pro- 
vided by ordinance or resolution of the city council, viz, : — 
TO THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 
Finance Commit- All matters relating to the income or expenditures of the 
t« at e> j,jj.y government, the ordinances making appropriations of 

money or providing for the assessment of taxes and other 
propositions involving demand on the city treasury not pro- 
vided for in the regular appropriation hills for the~cnrrent 
municipal year. 
To audit Tre»a- ^^'"^ Committee shall at the close of each municipal year, 
nrer'B account ^^^ ^g much ottcner as they may deem expedient, examine 

and audit the accounts of the city treasurer ; and for that 
purpose shall have access to all books and vouchers in his 
possession or in the possession of the city clerk, city audi- 
tor, or any oQlcer or bonrd of the city. Said committee 
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ahatl not only compare said accounts with the Touchers 
thereof, but shall ascertain whether all moneys due the city 
have been collected and acconnted for; they shall also 
examine all notes and securities in the hands of the treas- 
urer and make report thereof to the city council, and said 
report shall include a verification of the caeh balance as shown 
by said account, founded upon an actual examination of all 
assets in hie hands. 

Said committee may employ at the expense of the city an 
expert accountant to aid them in the performance of the 
duties devolved upon them. 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON HIUHWAVS. 

All matters relating to the laying out and making of new 
highways ; the relaying, widening, straightening and exten- 
sions of existing highways ; the paving of streets not here- 
tofore paved; the purchase of land and erection of build- 
ings and other improvements thereon for the use of the 
highway department shall be referred to the joint standing 
committee on highways by either branch of the city conn- 
cil, and said committee shall examine same and report there- 
on with recommendation to the city council ; if said report 
be in favor of any of the changes or improvements the sub- 
ject matter whereof has been referred to said committee and 
said ^commendation be adopted by the said council, then 
the city council shall by vote reqnest the board of aldermen 
to cause the said improvements and changes to be made and 
thereupon in compliance with said request the board of 
aldermen shall cause such changes and improvements to be 
made according to law. All matters referring to grading or 
changing the grade of any public highway, the establishing 
of sidewalks and the curbing of the same, the paving or 
concreting of gutters, the accepting of dedicated ways and 
platted streets, the defining of grades or platted streets not 
public, the declaring to be highways of those streets and 
thoroughfares which have become public by twenty years' 
use, the repairiog of all highways and bridges, the placing of 
crosswalks, the care of the land, buildings, steam roller and

otber property of the highway department of the city gov- 
ernmeDt, tc^ether with the general adminietration of said 
department and the anpervision of the current expenditures, 
except fta hereinbefore othsrwise provided, shall be the ex- 
cluaive dnty of the board of aldermen conformably to the 
lav. 

TO THE COMMITTES ON EDDCATION. 

All matters relating to the appropriation for the support 

of the public BChoole of the city, also appropriations for the 

purchase of land for school purposes and for bailding new 

school houses and for repairing school houses already built. 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON FIRE DEFABTHENT. 

All matters relating to the mansgement, control, care, 
mainlenance, and direction of the fire department of the 
city, its needs and fiurrent expenditures, its officers and em- 
ployees including the engineers and firemen, its statioua, 
engines, equipment and all other property of the fire depart- 
ment. All appointments to membership in ssid department 
or to any office therein, excepting the offices of chief and 
assistant engineers, and all dismisasls or suspensions from 
office therein, excepting the offices aforesaid, including 
herein all appointments made during the current municipal 
year, shal be subject to the approval or the acceptance of the 
said committee, who, it they do not approve the same, shall 
proceed in their discretion, and said committee at any time 
shall appoint, suspend or dismiss aoy officer or member in 
said department, except as aforesaid. 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON CITT PROPESTT. 

All matters, excepting those otherwise specially provided 
for, relating to the land belonging to the city, the public 
buildings and their care and preservation, the telephones 
rented by the city, the leasing or renting of any building, 
room or property of the city, the hiring, furnishing and care 
of any room or other property by the city, its government 
or any department and the care and repairing of other prop- 
erty of the city for which no other provision has been or 
shall be made. 
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TO THE COMMITTEE OK POLICE. 

All matters relating to the police station, and the police 
property of the city, the needs and requirements of the de- 
partment, as well as the expenditures of all appropriatioDB 
made therefor shall belong to the joint standing committee 
OQ police ; the joint standing committee on police is hereby 
authorized to hire stable accommodations for the police de- 
partment at a rental not to exceed two hundred and twenty- 
five dollars per year and suitably furnish the same. If in 
their judgment it is advisable to hire a man to act as driver 
and hostler, they may engage the same upon recommenda- 
tion of the chief of police, at a wage not to exceed two dol- 
lars per day. Should said committee decide that the police 
janitor shall perform the duties of driver and hostler in ad- 
dition to bis other duties he may receive a sum not to exceed 
seventy-five cents per day in excess to his present wages. 
Upon recommendation of the chief of police and approval 
of said committee, either or both the janitor or hostler may 
be dismissed at any time from further service, and the ex- 
penditure incurred for the same shall be chained to the ap- 
propriation for police. All matters relating to the police 
force, its officers and members, its organization, discipline, 
rights and privileges; all petitions for licenses to keep 
taverns, victualing houses, cook shops, oyster cellars and 
oyster houses, billiard tables, pool rooms, to give shows, ex- 
hibitions and dances, and all other like applications; the 
general administration of this department of the city govern- 
ment and the supervision of its current expenditures shall 
be vested in, and be heard and determined by the board of 
aldermen. 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON ORDINANCES. 

All matters relating to the preparation of legislation for 
the action of the city council, including the framing of new 
ordinances, and the modification or repeal of ordinances 
previously in force which the wants and needs of the city 
shall or may from time to time require, excepting, however, 
that ordinances of a routine nature and ordinances accom- 
panying the reports of committees as necessary means for 
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carrying into effect the recommendatioD of eaid reports may 
be passed without reference to the committee on ordioances. 

TO THE COHHITTEE ON CLAIHS. 

aS""d *tim ^^ matters relating to or embodying claims for payment 

of unsettled or dispnted accounts in favor of or againet the 
city, and all matters wherein demand is made for compensa- 
tion for which it ia alleged the city is in any way liable. 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON PBINTINO. 

Prt"tT'"?ti" "^ matters relating to priDting, stationery and binding 

for the city, including all printjng ordered by the board of 
aldermen or by the common council, the printing and sta- 
tionery needed by the city government and its several de- 
partments, the printing, binding and publication of the re- 
ports, city documents, and other matters required by or 
issued under the authority of the city council or either branch 
thereof, together with the supervision of the expenditures 
made therefor. 

TO THE COmUTTEE ON SEWERS. 

All matters relating to the construction of sewers and to 

the conduct and management of sewers now in existence or 

which hereafter shall be built, shall be referred to the joint 

standing committee on sewers. 

TO THE COBOUTTEE ON RAILROADS. 

All matters relating to any, all or either of the railroads 
that are now used or hereafter shall seek to use any of the 
territory within the city, in so far as said matters do or may 
in anywise affect the interest of the city and the safety of 
its people, 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON CEMETERIES. 

All matters relating to any or all of the cemeteries or 
burial grounds now or hereafter within the city whether 
public or private, the care and management of the ceme- 
teries belonging to the city, the supervision of all public ex- 
penditures made on account thereof. 
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All matters relatiog to contracts for Betting and malntaia- 
'ing the electric lights used by the city, together with the 
locatioD of said lights, shall be referred to the joint standing 
committee on street lights. All matters relating to gas, oil 
and other pablic lamps, the location thereof, the supervision 
of all expenditures and the general administratioD of the de- 
partment of street lighte, excepting as faereinbeford specially 
provided, shall be vested in the board of aldermen, 
TO THE COMMITTEE ON WATER. 

AH matters relating to public water works of the city, its 
several divisions and all the rights, interest and duties per- 
tfuning thereto which are not otherwise specially provided 
for by the statutes of the state and the ordinances now in 
force in the city, tc^ether with the general supervision of 
the current expenditures of this department of the city gov- 
ernment 

TO THE COHHITTEE ON CITY DEBT. 

All matters relating to the indebtedness of the city and 
the increase of or diminution thereof, and this committee 
shall tabulate and submit to the city council on the first 
Monday in December in each year the then actual indebted- 
ness of the city, the diiferent classes or kinds of which the 
same is composed, actual increase or decrease of each kind 
or class during the year next preceding said report, the as- 
sets of the city property available for the payment or reduc- 
tion of the city's debt, the aggregate value of all the city 
property as nearly as can be ascertained at the time of mak- 
ing said report, together with such pertinent suggestions as 
the committee may deem the interest of the city to require. 
TO THE COMMITTEE ON ACCOUNTS. 

All matters relating to payments from the city treasury on 
account of the several appropriations made by the city coun- 
cil, and all bills, accounts and schedules of and for all cur- 
rent expenditures of the city, with all the powers and duties 
and subject to all the limitations and descriptions testified 
in any chapter of the city ordinances. 
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Ssc. 10. In all matters pertaining to their organizatioD, 
ooodnct or businese, End maoDer of reporting to the city 
coQDcil or to either branch thereof, the several coininitt«eB 
mentioDed in Section 9 of this chapter shall be governed in 
all respects by the provisions of the ordinance mentioned in 
said Section 9. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the right of the city council and of 
either branch thereof whenever it shall deem it expedient to 
do so,to refer any matt«rof routine or detail of current business 
pending before it to the appropriate joint standing commit- 
tee aforesaid or to a joint special committee with power to 
act in the premises ; and all acta of the committee which 
shall be in the line of the authority conferred shall be as 
effectual and binding as if done by the city council, and any 
matter of rontine or detail of current buainess pending be- 
fore the board of aldermen, and which is within the power 
of said board to do may be in like manner referred to any 
regular or special committee of said board of aldermen with 
power to act; and the acta of the committee so empowered 
which shall be in line of the authority conferred shall he aa 
effectual and binding aa if done by the said board of alder- 
men. 



CHAPTER i 



OFFICERS OF THE CITT. 



SECTioy 1. It is hereby ordained that in addition to the 
mayor, aldermen and members of the common council, the 
following officers are necessary for the administration of the 
affairs and government of the city, including the officers 
provided for by the Public Statutes, and said officers shall be 
respectively elected or appointed as follows :

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Five license commisBioaerB, qainquennially in the month 
of July for five yeios, reckoning from the yeio' 1S98. 

Three sever commissioners for the term of three years, 
one to be elected each year. 

Fire trastees of the public librioy to bo elected in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 43 of the General Laws 
of the State. 

Sbc. 2. The ofEcera mentioned in Section 1, shall be 
elected or appointed in the month of January in each year 
and in the manner indicated in said section, excepting where 
a different manner and time of appointment or election is 
otherwise provided by law. 

Sbc. 3. Unless otherwise provided in Section 1, or by 
general law, the officers mentioned in aaid section shall hold 
their respective offices for the term of one year, or until the 
next annual January election, and antil their guccesaors are 
appointed and qualified to act, or they be legally discharged 
therefrom. Provided, however, that either or any of said 
officers may be suspended or removed from office and all 
vacan6ie8 caused thereby may be temporarily or permanently 
filled for the causes and in the manner provided in the city 
charter or by ^neral law. 

Sec. 4. The city clerk shall issue a commission to the 
respective officers provided for in this ordinance and such 
officers shall before entering upon their duties and within 
thirty days after their respective election or appointment be 
duly engird before the city clerk to the faithful perform- 
ance of the duties of their several offices in the manner and 
form provided by the laws of the state for city officers, and 
the city clerk shall keep a record thereof. 
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CHAPTER 9. 

BONDS OF CITT OFFICERS AND OTHERS. 

Section 1. The officers of the city, in accordance with 
Clause 2, Section 8, of the city charter, and other persoiiB 
hereinafter mentioned ehall Bflvendly give bonds with sof- 
ficient Buretiee for the futhful discharge of their respective 
duties, or for the purpose provided by law, and in the penal 
sums following, viz. : 

The city treaaarer in the sum of thirty thonsand dollars. 

The city clerk in the sum of one thousand dollars. 

The city auditor in the anm of three thousand dollara. 

The chief of police in the sam of eleven hundred dollars. 

The lieutenant of police in the sum of six hundred dol- 
lars. 

The sergeante of police each in the sum of six hundred 
dollars. 

The highway comnuBsioDer in the sam of two thousand 
dollars. 

The overseer of the poor in the sum of six thousand dol- 
lars. 

The constables, each, in the sum of one thousand dollara. 

The city sergeant in the sum of one thousand dollars. 

The city messenger in the sum of three thousand dollars. 

The auctioneers, each, in the sum of three thousand dol- 
lars. 

The paymaster of the highway department in the sum of 
three thousand dollars. 

The surveyors of lumber, each, in the sum of five haodred 
dollars. 

The superintendent of water works in the sum of five 
thousand dollars. 

The water commissioners, each, in the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars. 

The superintendent of public schools in the sum of one 
thousand dollars. 
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The clerk of the school committee, or other repreBODtative 
of the school committee of this city who may be authorized 
to draw orders for or to receive any of the money to be used 
for school purposes or for the conatruetion or repairs of any 
school property of the city, in the sum of five thonsand dol- 
lars. 

Each keeper of licensed tavern or eating house in the sum 
of one hundred dollars. 

The chief engineer of the fire department in the sum of 
one thonsand dollars. 

Each assistant engineer of the fire department in the sum 
of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The form and conditions of the bond given by 
each shall correspond with and be appHcable to the duties 
to be performed by such officer and the bond of each of the 
other persons aforesaid shall be in the form and upon the 
conditions required by law, and the sureties on each bond 
and the bond itself shall be appreved by the board of alder- 
men. The bond of each officer hereafter elected shall be 
approved and delivered before the officer enters upon the 
duties of his office, except in cases otherwise provided by 
etatate. In case of death or insolvency of any of the sure- 
ties on the bond of any of said officers given as aforesaid 
and in all cases where an officer shall hold over for an addi- 
tional terra the officer who has given such bond shall forth- 
with give a new bond with sufficient snreties, in the manner 
and form to be approved as hereinbefore provided ; and if 
any officer shall neglect or fail to furnish such new bond, as 
herein required, it shall be deemed a sufficient cause for his 
removal from office. 

Sec. 3. The bond of each of sud officers, excepting the 
city treasurer, and the bond of each of the other persons 
mentioned in Section 1, shall be made to the city treasurer 
of the city of Woonsocket, and the bond of the city treas- 
urer shall be made to the city of Woonsocket and shall be 
deposited with and safely kept by the city clerk, and all the 
other bonds aforesaid shall be deposited with and safely kept 
by the city treasurer. 
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Sso. 4. 'So member of the oit; council, nor the city 
treasurer, nor the city solicitor, ghall be accepted as surety 
OD any bond given to the city of Woonsocket under this 
ordinance or under any other provision of law. 



CHAPTER 10. 



Sbction 1. The following named officers of this city 
shall severally receive the respective yearly salaries herein- 
after stated, and said salaries unless otherwise specially pro- 
vided shall be paid in monthly instalments by the city treas- 
orer in the manner and under the restrictions provided for 
paying the current expenses of the city : 

To the mayor, one thousand dollars. 

To the city treasurer, six hundred dollars. 

To the city clerk, two thousand dollars.

Sbc. 2. The salaries aforesaid shall be considered full 
e^'^sati™ ""' compensation for all services rendered to the city by the re- 
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Bpecdve officers aforesaid in their official capacity, anleas 
othflTwise specially provided, and all moaey, including all 
fees, officially received by them and each of them for or on 
account of the city shall inure to the use of and be paid into 
the city treasury as soon m the same is so received. 

Sec. 3. The salary of no city official shall hereafter be 
increased or diminished during his term of office. Any iq- 
crease or reduction of the salary of any such officer may be 
made during the municipal year to take effect at the. begin- 
ning of the next following municipal year ; provided, how- 
ever, that the pay of active patrolmen in the police depart- 
ntent, as graded and regulated by Section 1 of this chapter, 
shall be exempt from the operation of this section. 

Ssc. 4. The employees of this city shall be paid, on 
Friday of each week, the wages earned by them during the 
"week ending on the preceding Saturday, but in case a legal 
holiday shall fall on Friday, they shall be paid upon the day 
preceding. Provided, however, that if at any time of pay- 
ment any employee shall be absent from his place of labor, 
he shall be entitled to said payment at any time thereafter 
on demand ; and provided, further, that all bills for labor or 
services performed up to and including the Saturday pre- 
ceding the first pay day hereinafter prescribed shall be paid 
upon said first pay day. 

Sec. 5. All payroUs and bills for labor and services 
wbicb by the ordioancea of this city are required to be ex- 
amined by the city auditor shall be presented to him on or 
before the Tuesday preceding the pay day herein provided 
for.

Section 1. The heads of the rarioas departments, no- 
lesB otherwise specially provided for, ahall make their aonual 
report to the city council on the first Monday in January in 
each year. 

Ssc. 2. The school committee shall make their annual 
report to the city council on the first day of August in each 
year, and shall also in the month of December in each year 
present to the city council a report of their receipts and ex- 
penditures for school purposes for the preceding fiscal year. 

Sec. 8, The commissioner of highways in addition to 
his yearly report shall make a monthly report to the city 
council of the work done in the highway department for 
the mouth preceding, together with the cost thereof, and 
shall state in said report the work which said department

CHAPTER 12. 



THE CITT CLEBK. 

Section 1. The city clerk shall have the care and cus- 
tody of the city records and all other documents, maps, 
plans and papers, respecting the care and custody of which 
no other provision is made. 

Sec. 2, His office shall be kept open to the public daily, 
Sundays and legal holidays excepted, from 9 A. M. to 5 P. 
M. Provided, however, that every Saturday during the 
months of July and August his office shall be kept open 
from 9 A. M. to 1 P. M. 
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Skc. 8. All the fees collected by the city clerk in hia 
office, or as clerk of the probat* court, shall be pdd into the 
city treasury by once in three months, at which time he 
shall render an account of all fees so collected by him under 
oath to the city treasurer, who shall retain the saliwy of said 
city clerk until said account is so rendered. 

Skc. 4. The city clerk shall provide ail the stationery 
and supplies which may be required for the accommodation 
of the city council and the different committees thereof, and 
the same shall be charged to the contingent fund. 

Sv- &■ 1'h® *>ity clerk shall cause an alphabetical list of 
the names of all streets and highways in the city to be made 
and entered in a suitable book to be kept for that purpose, 
so far as said names appear of record in his office or are 
known by him to have been authoritatively given, and he 
ehall continue said list by adding thereto from time to time 
the names of all streets and highways of which any^record 
is made in his office. And hereafter no plat shall be recorded 
or £led in the city clerk's office containing a duplicate name 
of any street previously recorded in the book aforesiud ; nor 
shall any street having such duplicate name be hereafter ac- 
cepted by the city until said name shall have been changed.

Section 1. The city engineer shall perform all such ser- 
vices for the city of Woonsocket as properly come under 
the direction of a civil engineer or surveyor and shall be 
consulted on all important matters relating to public im- 
provements of every kind where the advice of an engineer 
or surveyor would be of service. 

Sec. 2. Said engineer when required by the city council 
or either branch thereof, or any committee or commigeion 
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appointed by eaid council shall, under their direction, estab- 
lish the lines sod grades and prepare all plans and specifica- 
tions for pablic wort, and shall prepare or cause to be pre- 
pared by the city solicitor all contraots for the same. 

Skc. 3. Scud engineer shall prepare all plans, statements 
and estimates, and famish all information required in rela- 
tion to the grading, laying out, enlarging, straightening or 
othervise altering streets. He shall prepare all plans re- 
quired by the city solicitor for use at all trials or hearings in 
which the city has an interest He shall inspect all work 
being done for the city, either by contract or otherwise, in 
which the services of an engineer or surveyor may be re- 
qnired, and report all defects te the department, commission 
or committee under whose superviaion the work ie beiog 
done. He shall measure or cause to be measured, all work 
done by contract for the city, and shall certify to the same. 
He shall cause suitable signs with names of streets te be put 
up at all street corners in the city, and also suitable numbers 
be attached to all buildings and dwelling houses in the com- 
pact part of the city, and shall keep a record thereof. He 
shall make such surveys and plans as may be required by 
the board of tax assessors. He shall also be the custodian 
of all plans relative to all work under his charge and shall 
keep the same properly classified and indexed. He shall 
keep a record systematically arranged of all the highways 
in the city. He shall give to all applicants so far as the 
liles and records of his olfice will permit, any information 
they may require as to the lines and grades of streets, loca- 
tion of street numbers, etc., etc. 

Sec. 4. Said engineer shall make annually or oftener if 
required by the snb-committee on bridges of the board of 
aldermen, a careful examination of ail the public bridges in 
the city, and make report to said sub-committee respecting 
their condition, with such recommendations as to their re- 
p^ or removal ae the eKigencioB of the case and safety of 
the public may require, and shall each year on the first Mon- 
day in January present to the city council an estimate of the 
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probable cost of the repairs upon each of eaid bridges for 
the ensuing year. 

Ssc. 5. Said engineer shall annually on the first Monday 
in January present to the city council a printed or written 
report in relation to his department, showing the number of 
persons employed, the detailed expenses of the department, 
tbe nature of the works which have been completed during 
the year, and such other general information and sugges- 
tions in relation to the same as he may deem expedient 

He may from time to time, with tbe consent of the finance 
aommittee of the city council, employ such assistance in his 
official duties as the ex^encies of tbe city and the needs of 
his department may require, and he shall fix with the con- 
sent of tbe aforesaid committee, their compensation. He 
may dischai^e any assistant employed in bis department. 

Sec. 6. Said engineer shall prepare all plans for the con- 
struction of streets, sewers and water works, and perform 
all Bucb duties in reference to tbe constructioD, reparation 
or maintenance of the streets, sewers and water works of 
tbe city as tbe city council, sewer or water comrairaioners 
may require, and shall make such estimates and furnieh such 
information in relation to the streets, extension of sewerage 
system and wat«r works, as may be required of him by tbe 
city council, sewer or water commissioners. 
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Daty to ktteiid Sscnioti 1. The City messenger ehall sttead the meet- 
City Council and ines of the board of aldermen and of the common coqd- 
cb^veot 
aty Hall, etc cil, and in general shall perform all services required 

by the mayor, or either branch or committee of the city 
council. He shall have the care aad superintendence of the 
city hall and of the grounds and sidewalks surrounding and 
adjacent to the same, and of the offices in the same and 
shall see that they are at all times kept clean and in good 
and safe condition and repair, under the direction of the 
joint standing committee On city property. He shall also 
have general charge of such other public buildings as may 
be placed under bis care by said joint standing committee 
on city property. He shall collect all the rents which may 
accrue fromthe rental of any portion of said city hall and 
pay over the same into the city treasury. 
Tomike Sec, 2. He shall make a monthly report in writing to 

the city council of the condition of said city ball and other 
buildings, and of the grounds and sidewalks surrounding 
and adjacent to the same, and shall with each report submit 
a detailed statement of the receipts accrning from the rental 
of said city hall and of the expenditures and liabilities in- 
curred in the care and superintendence of the city ball and 
other buildings, and of the grounds surrounding the same 
and of the sidewalks adjacent thereto. 
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CHAPTER 15. 



CITY 80LICIT0E. 



SscTioN 1. It shall be the duty of the city aollcitor by 
himBelf, or by some person by him duly anthorized, for 
whose conduct, skill aud faithfulnesB he shall be accounta- 
ble, to draft all bonds, deeds, obligations, coDtracts, leases, 
conveyances, agreements and other legal iDstrument of 
whatever nature which may be required of him by any ordi- 
nance of the city or by any order, resolution or vote of 
either branch of the city council, or by any committee of 
either branch of the same. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the city solicitor to com- 
mence and prosecute all actions and suits to be commenced 
by the city before any tribunal io this state whether in law 
or equity ; and also to appear in defence, and advocate the 
lights and interests of the city, or any of its officers, in any 
suit or prosecution for any act or omission in the discharge 
of their official duties wherein any estate, right, privilege, 
ordinance or act, or any breach of any ordinance may be 
called in question. He shall also, when requested, act as 
attorney and counsel for any officer of the city in any prose- 
cution or proceeding which may be instituted by such ofiQ- 
cers, for any breach of any of the laws of the state, or of 
any of the ordinances, orders or by-laws of the city. He 
shall also appear before the general assembly or any com- 
mittee thereof, whether of either or both branches of the 
same, and there, in behalf of the city, represent, answer 
for, defend and advocate the interest and welfare of the 
city, whenever the same may be directly or indirectly af- 
fected, whether to prosecute or defend the same ; and he 
shall, in all matters, do every professional act incident to 
the office which may be required of him by the city council 
or by either branch thereof or any committee of the city 
council, or of either branch thereof, and shall when requested 
furnish the city council or either branch thereof, or any com- 
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mittee of the city conncil or of either branch thereof, or any 
officer of the city who may require it in the diecharge of his 
official duties with hie legal opinion on any subject touch- 
ing the duties of their respective offices, or the right*, dnties 
and interests of the city. 

Allowed expeoaea Sec. 8. In all cascs when his attendance or Bervices out 
of the city are required in the iotereats of the city or any 
officer thereof, his reasonable travelling expenses shall be 
allowed him ; and in all suits or prosecutions, he shall re- 
ceive and retain such portion of the legal taxable coetfi 
which may be recovered of the adverse party, as, according 
to the practice and usage of this state are received and re- 
tained by the attorney or solicitor in such suits or prosecu- 
tions. 

SaUoitarmajdraw Sbc. 4. The city Solicitor is hereby authorized to draw 

hie order, conotersigntd by the mayor, upon the city treas- 
urer from time to time as- the exigencies of the eei-vice may 
require, an amount equal to the whole of the sum known as 
the available law department fund. 






CHAPTER 16. 



Section 1. The commissioner of highways shall have 
chat^e of all the highways within the limits of the city, 
subject to the supervision and general direction of the com- 
mittee on streets and bridges of the board of aldermen. 
Said commissiouer may (in his discretion) hire & superin- 
tendent of streets, subject to the approval of said commit- 
tee on streets and bridges, and subject to removal by the 
board of aldermen, who shall perform such duties as may 
be assigned to him by the commissioner of highways, and 
whose pay shall be fixed by the board of aldermen. 
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Sec. 2. Said commissioDer shall have the general siiper- 
inteDdence of the repairs necessary to be made throughoat 
the city and from time to time empioy each persons in mak- 
ing such repairs as he may deem necessary and fix the com- 
pensation to bo allowed for same. 

Sec. 3. The amonnt of compensation to be allowed said 
commissioner shall be paid out of the money appropriated 
by the city for the use of the highways. 

Sec. 4. All the curbing set by or nnderthe anthority of 
the commiasioDer of highways, shall be of the following 
description, viz. : — of good granite, seven inches thick on 
top, and not less than eighteen inches deep, to be hammered 
on the top, and also eight and a half inches on the face and 
two inches on the back at the top. 

Sec. R. The commissioner of highways shall each year 
ascertain the cost of such curbstones- as may have been set 
by the city in any street or highway of the city prior to the 
first day of April in such year, and shall submit the same 
to the board of aldermen for approval at its regular meet- 
ing in July, and if payment therefor is not made after de- 
mand shall have been made of the abutting owner, the com- 
missioner shall certify the same to the aseesBOra of taxes, 
to be included in the next assessment of taxes according to 
law. 

Seo. 6. The commissioner of highways, subject to the 
control of the board of aldermen, may make such orders aa 
he may deem expedient, directing the owner or owners of 
land adjacent to any public street or highway to build or alter 
any wall or fence separating such land from said street or 
highway, or to remove from the highway any step, atairway, 
post, cellar door, swinging gate, swinging door, or other ob- 
struction thereon, within such time as the commisaioner 
shall in auch order direct. Any person who shall neglect 
or ref nae to obey auch order within five days after said order 
has been aerved upon him in writing shall be lined not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the convenience of any person or per- 
sons or corporation requires the taking up of any pavement 
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or tl)e digging of any trench or hole in such street or high- 
way BQch person or persons or corporation shall first obtain 
permission in writing of the commissioner of highways, who 
shall examine such street or highway before the same shall 
be broken up ; and if any such person or persons or corpora- 
tion shall, for six hours of daylight after the completion of 
the work for which such opening was made, omit to fill up 
or repair anch street or highway to the satisfaction of the 
said commissioner of highways, it shall be the duty of said 
commissioner to proceed to fill up or repair the same in a 
proper manner, and to deliver to the city treasurer of said 
city a statement of the costs, with reasonable charge for the 
Bupeiintendcnce of the same, and said treasurer shall cause 
the amount to be collected of the person or persons or cor- 
poration causing such street or highway to be opened. And 
whenever any trench or hole must of necessity remain after 
every person or corporation making any such trench or hole, 
or employing any one so to do, shall canse a sufficient light 
to be kept over or near the same throughout the whole of 
the night so as to give sufficient notice to all persons passing 
in or through such street or highway. Every person vio- 
lating any provision of this section shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than twenty dol- 
lars. 
Digging In high- Skc. 8. Whenever any person or corporation having a 
wifliout permit right to lay pipes in or throngh the public highways of the 
city intends to open any of said highways for the purpose of 
laying new pipes therein or for the purpose of repairing 
pipes already laid, or for any other parpose, before the work 
of opening said highway shall be commenced said person or 
corporation shall notify in writing the highway commis- 
sioner of the intention on the part of said person or corpora- 
tion to begin said work. The work of filling the excava- 
tion made shall be done in accordance with the directions of 
the highway commissioner. 

Where said highway bo opened is paved, the paving re- 
moved Bhall be relaid by the highway department, and the 
cost of the same shall be paid by the person or corporation 
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opening such highway. Where the highway so opened is 
macadamized, the opper macadamized portion shall be by 
said highway department put in good condition and the cost 
of the same shall be paid by the person or corporation open- 
ing said highway. 

Sec. 9, Whenever any department of the city, other 
than the highway department, shall intend to open any of 
the highways of the city, said department shall first notify 
the highway commissioner of the nature of the intended 
work and the extent of the same. 

The filling of the excavation made shall be done in ac- 
cordance with the directions of the highway commissioner. 

When the highway so opened is paved, the paving re- 
moved shall be relaid by the highway department and the 
cost of the same shall be paid by the department opening 
the highway. 

When the highway bo opened is macadamized, the npper 
or macadamized portion shall be laid by the highway de- 
partment and the highway put in good condition, and the 
cost of the same shall be paid by the department opening 
said highway. 

Sec. 10. The several streets in the city shall continue 
to be called and known by the names heretofore given to 
them, unless and until they are altered by the board of 
aldermen. 
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CHAPTER 17. 



THE 0TEB8EER OF THE POOR. 



Section 1. The overseer of the poor ehall perform all 
such daties as are or may be required of him by the etatntes 
of the state and the ordinances of the city, and sach other 
duties as may be from time to time reqoired of him by the 
board of aldermen or the committee on poor of the board 
of aldermen. 

Sec. 2. The overseer of the poor ehall have charge of 
all the property of the city at the city asylum. He shall be 
at his office at least two hoars in each day, and his office 
hoars shall be fixed by the board of aldermen or the com- 
mittee on poor of the board of aldermen. He is authorized 
to make sncb rules and regulations for the government of 
the city asylum, subject to the approval of the board of 
aldermen, as he shall deem necessary and proper. 

Sbc. S. The overseer shall make a report to the board 
of aldei-men at their regular monthly meeting, stating the 
amount of aid furnished by him during the preceding calen- 
dar month, the total expenditures of his department daring 
said month, and any other matters that he may deem neces- 
sary and proper to bring to the attention of the board. He 
shall also make an annual report to the city council on the 
first Monday in January, stating the number of persons as- 
sisted by him during the preceding year, their nationalities 
and the total amount of such assistance rendered ; and said 
annual report shall also state the condition of the city asy- 
lum, the number of its inmates, and the changes during the 
yeai', the receipts and ezpenditares on accoant of the asylum 
during the year, the total receipts and expenditures of the 
department for the year, and any suggestions respecting 
this department that ho may deem the good of the city to 
require. 
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Sec. 4. All acconnta of the overseer shall be accom- 
paaied by proper vouchers therefor when they are presented 
to the city auditor for allowance ; and no account in thio 
department shall be allowed or paid by the city until the 
same be vouched for to the satisfaction of the city auditor 
and approved by the committee on poor of the board of 
aldermen.

CHAPTER 18. 



SEALEB OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Section 1. The fees of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures of this city shall be as follows, viz. t For every 
weight and for every wet measure sealed, five cents; for 
every dry measare sealed, ten cents ; for every counter scales 
sealed, twenty- five cents; for every platform scales sealed, 
seventy-five cents; for every hay scales sealed, two dol- 
lars. And in addition thereto the sealer shall have a rea- 
sonable compensation for all repairs, alterations or adjust- 
ments which it is necessary for him to make and for the ex- 
pense incurred in visiting any place. Such fees and com- 
pensation shall be paid to the sealer by the person owning 
or using the weights, measures, or balances so adjusted and 
sealed. 



CHAPTER 19, 



THE HABBIfi ISSTITDTE LIBBABT. 



The control and management of the Harris Institute 
library shall be vested in a board of five trustees. Said 
trustees shall make a report in writing to the city council in 
tbe month of December in each year. They shall serve 
without compensation.

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CHAPTER 20. 



HEALTH OFFICER. 



Section 1. It ahall be the duty of the health officer to 
examine into the state and condition of every place or por- 
tion of said city which each officer ehall enapect, or be in- 
formed that there exists any matter or thing which ia or 
may become injurious to the health of the inhabitants 
thereof. 

Sbc. 2. The health officer may employ one or more as- 
sistants as the boai'd of health may determine. The selec- 
tion of said assistants shall be made subject to the approval 
of the board of health, and their salary shall be fixed by said 
board. 

Sec. 3. Said health officer shall be a physician. He 
shall visit the school houses and report apon the condition 
of the health of the school children, whenever requested to 
do so by the school committee. He shall also perform such 
other services as may, from time to time, be required of 
him by the board of health. 



CHAPTER 21. 



COIITAGIOUS AND INFECTI0C8 DISEASES. 



Every physician having a knowledge of the 
existence of any contagions disease witliin the city of Woon- 
socket shall immediately make a report thereof in writing to 
the health officer of said city on blanks for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. The diseases referred to in the preceding sec- 
tion shall include among others, smallpox, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, typhus fever, scaiiet fever, or scarlatina. 
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Sec. 3. Whenever there is a case of scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, or any other contagione or infectious diaeaBe in any 
house in the city, the health officer shall caase to be placed 
upon such house a card bearing the name of the disease 
therein existing; and any person who shall remove such 
card, except by permission of the health officer, shall upon 
conviction thereof pay a fine of not more than twenty dol- 
lars. 

Sec. 4. No person shall retain, expose or allow to be 
retained, or exposed, the body of any person who has died 
of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhus fever, or Asia- 
tic cholera, to the peril and prejudice of the life or health of 
any person. 

Sec. 5. Any person who shall violate any provision of 
the foregoing ordinance, shall upon conviction thereof, pay 
a fine of not more than twenty dollars ; and any undertaker 
who shall violate any provision of the foregoing ordinance, 
npon conviction thereof, shall in addition to the above pen- 
alty, be thereupon and thereby removed from the ofSce of 
undertaker. 



CHAPTER i 



OF THE ERECTION OF BUILDINOS. 



Section 1. No structure or building shall hereafter be 
erected, built, set up or placed within the limits of the city, 
and no work, except necessary repairs, shall be done upon 
any structure or building in said city, until the plans and 
specifications thereof so far as they indicate the location of 
said strncture or building, the material of which it is to be 
built, the height and strength of the walls thereof, and its 
relative situation with reference to the street and to the ad- 
joining estate, shall have been approved by the board of 
aldermen and without a permit from the inspector of build- 
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ingB, vho fihall iBaoe ancb peimit wheDever directed to do ao 
by the board of aldermen, dot except in confonnity witb 
the proviBiona of this chapter. 

Sec. 2. Every person before proceeding to erect any 
building or to make any alteration in any external or party 
wall of any building, any part of which is to be placed on 
or within fifteen feet of any street, square or public place, 
or to lay the foundation thereof, shall first apply to the city 
engineer for the lines and grade of the street, square or pub- 
lic place upon which he intends to build ; and the city en- 
gineer shall fnmieh the same without cost, if in his power 
so to do. No permit shall be issned for the erection of any 
building nntesa the person intending to erect the same shall 
have consulted the city engineer in regard to the grade of 
the street or public way on which snch building is to be 
erected, and obtained a certificate to that effect from the 
city engineer. 

Sec. 3. No permanent structure of any kind or descrip- 
tion, or building or addition to any building shall be erected, 
constructed, set up or placed within the limits described 
further in this section, with walls of other material than 
brick, stone, iron or some other material equally fire-proof 
and of equal strengtb firmly laid in mortar or cement ; nor 
with roofs securely covered with materials other than slate, 
tin, gravel, or like incombustible material; and no lumber 
kept for sale or for building or other purposes, or cut wood 
kept for sale, or for household, fire, or other purposes shall 
be piled up or placed jrithin said limits, in a pile or piles of 
greater height than ten feet within one hundred feet of any 
building. 

The limits above referred to are the following, vix. : — 
Beginning at the intersection of the center line of North 
Main atreet with the center line of the New York ond New 
England railroad ; thence easterly at right angles with said line 
of said Nortli Main street one hnndred and twenty-five feet ; 
thence southerly in a line parallel with the center line of said 
street to Social street ; thence in a line parallel with the cen- 
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ter line of Main sb-eet, keeping one hundred and twenty-five 
feet northerly of the center line of Bernon street ; thence 
easterly keeping one hnndred and twenty-five feet from the 
said center line of Bernon street to the center of the Black- 
stone river to a point one hnndred and twenty-five feet, 
southerly from the center line of Bernon street, measuring 
at right angles with said center line ; thetic« westerly keep- 
ing one hundred sud twenty-five feet from said center line 
of Bernon street to a point one hundred and twenty-five feet 
easterly from the center line of South Main street ; thence 
Boutheriy and westerly in a line parallel with the center line 
of Soath Main street to the center of the Blackstone river; 
thence northerly with the center of said river to a point one 
hundred and twenty-five feet from the center lice of said 
street, measuring in a line at right angles with the center 
line of said street ; thence easterly and northerly in a line 
parallel with said center line of said street, keeping one hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet therefrom to a point one hnndred 
and twenty-five feet southerly from the center line of River 
street, measuring in a line at right angles with said River 
street ; thence westerly in a line parallel with said center 
line of River street, to a point duo south from the south- 
westerly corner of the Old Hotel building ; thence due north 
to a point one hundred and twenty- five feet northerly of said 
center line of said River street; thence easterly, keeping 
one hnndred and twenty-five feet from said center line of 
said River street, to a point one hundred and twenty-five 
feet westerly fiora the center line of Arnold street, measur- 
ing in a tine at right auglcs with the center line of Arnold 
street; thence northerly one hundred and twenty-five feet 
from the center line of Arnold street to a point due west 
from the intersection of the center line of Arnold street with 
the center line of Fountain street; thence due east to a 
point one hundred and twenty-five feet westerly from the 
center line of Main street, measuring in a line at right 
angles with the center line of Main street ; thence north- 
easterly keeping one hundred and twenty-five feet from the 
center line of Main street to the center line of Blackstone 
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street ; thence northerly keeping one hundred and twenty- 
flve feel from the center hne of North Main street to the 
center line of the New York and New England railroad ; 
thence with said line of said railroad to the point of begin- 
ning. 

Sec. 4. No wooden bnilding shall be removed from 
without to any place within the limita described in Section 
3, nor from one place t« another within said limits unless by 
permission of the board of aldermen. 

Sec. 6. No building of any kind whatever which shall 
be more than twenty-five feet high, from the grade line of 
the street upon which it is located to the highest point of the 
roof thereof, shall be erected or built within the limits of the 
city, unless each building shall have a good accessible Seat- 
tle on the roof thereof, which shall be at least two and a half 
by three feet in size and a suitable passageway leading from 
the ground floor to said scuttle, or unless such building shall 
cover one thousand sqnare feet of surface. 

Sec. 6. No wooden building osed for a dwelling house 
shall exceed forty feet In height. 

All wooden buildings if built within five feet of an adjoin- 
ing lot line, and within ten feet of any other building, shall 
have the external wall on such side or sides built of brick, 
at least eight inches thick, or the space between the studding 
filled in flush full with brick and mortar or some equally in- 
combustible material, unless such buildings shall not exceed 
eighteen feet in height or cover more than a thousand square 
feet of surface. 

Sec. 7. Foundation walls for wooden buildings shall be 
of brick at least twelve inches thick, rubble or block stone 
or beton at least sixteen inches thick, laid in cement mortar, 
or dry rubble stone at least eighteen inches thick. 

Sec. 8. Every permanent bnildingshall have foundations 
not less than four feet below the surface exposed to frost, 
resting upon solid ground or upon concrete, piles or other 
solid substructure. 

Sec. 9. The height of every, external or party wall as 
referred to in this chapter shall be measured from the level 
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of the finiehed grade to its highest point ; oa eloping gronod 

such height shall be menBured at iatervalB of ten feet. 

Sbc. 10. For brick or stone dwellinz houeee with walls Thicknewof 

roundatlon, 
not exceeding thirty-flvo feet in height, foundation walls external and party 

laid with block or ledge stone or beton in cement mortar, or stone houBe* 
in brick laid in cement, shall be not less than sixteen inches 
thick ; and external and party walls of brick shall be not 
less than twelve inches thick for the entire height. For 
brick or stone dwelling bonses with walls exceeding thirty- 
five and not exceeding forty-9ve feet in height, foundation 
walls laid with block or ledge stone in cement mortar or 
beton shall not be less than eighteen inches thick ; if of 
brick not less than sixteen inches thick and laid in cement. 
£xternal brick walls shall not be less than sixteen inches 
thick to the second floor, and twelve inches thick to the top 
of the upper floor, and not less than eight inches thick for 
the remaining height. 

For brick and stone dwelling houses exceeding forty-five 
feet in height, foundation wails laid with block or ledge 
stone in cement mortar or beton, or brick laid in cement, 
shall be not less than twenty inches thick. External brick 
walls shall be not less than sixteen inches thick to the top 
of the second floor, and twelve inches above, and brick 
party walls not less than twelve inches thick to the top of 
the upper floor, and not less than eighteen inches thick for 
the remaining height. 

Sec. 11. Brick or stone buildings other than dwelling Wftiis of brick 
houses, shall have walls of the following thickness : — Mber'tban d>ra^ 

For buildings in which the walls do not exceed forty feet "^ 
in height, foundation walls shall be laid of block or ledge 
stone in cement mortar or beton not less than twenty-four 
inches thick ; external walls shall not be less than sixteen 
inches thick to the top of the first story, and not less than 
twelve inches thick for the remaining height. 

For brick or stone buildings in which the walls exceed 
forty feet in height, foundation walls shall be laid of block 
or ledge stone in cement mortar or beton not less than 
twenty-eight inches thick. 
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For brick or stone baildings czceeding forty feet and not 
exceeding sixty feet in height, the external walls shall be 
not less than twenty inches to the top of the first story, not 
less than sixteen inches thick to the top of the second story 
and not less than twelve inches thick for the remaining 
height. 

For brick or stone buildings exceeding sixty feet in height, 
the external walls of the two lower stories shall be not less 
than twenty-four inches, the next story above not less than 
twenty inches, thence not less than sixteen inches to the top 
of the fourth story, and not less than twelve inches for the 
remaining height. 

Party walls in such baildings shall not be less than twenty 
inches thick to the top of the second floor above the street, 
and not less than sixteen inches tbick to the nnderside of 
the roof boards, and not less than twelve inches tbick for 
the remaining height. 

In all buildings over twenty-five feet in widtb, not having 
either brick partition walls, or girders supported by columns 
running lengthwise of the building, the external walla shall 
be increased four inches in thickness for evei'y additional 
twenty-five feet in the width of said building. 

When the floor joists of any building rest on brick corbel- 
ling, or on iron bearers, and not built into the walls, the 
walls may be made four inches thinner than required above, 
provided, that such corbelling be not less tban six courses 
in height, and be well bounded into the wall ; and that no 
such wall be less than twelve inches thick. 

Sec. 12. Party walls shall be coped with non-combusti- 
ble material securely fastened, or with wood if covered with 
tin or other metal ; and where there is a fiat, hip or pitch 
roof, shall be carried up to a height of not less than two 
feet above the roof covering, at every part of said roof j 
and where the roof is of the kind known as Mansard or 
French, or of any style excepting as above specified, unless 
the same is constructed of fire-proof materials throughout, 
the party walls shall be carried up to a height of not less 
than two feet above the flat or upper slope of said roof, and 
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shall extend through the lower slope, at least eighteen inches 
distant from and parallel with the roof covering. The ends 
of party walls shall be corbelled out at least twelve inches 
or to the outer edge of all cornices or projections on the 
front or rear wall, provided, that if a gutter stone of suita- 
ble dimensions and properly balanced shall be inserted, it 
shall be equivalent to corbelling. No continuous vertical 
recess of more than fonr inches in depth shall be made in 
any twelve-inch party wall, and no recess of an; kind shall 
be made in an eight-inch party wall. 

Sbc. 13. All chimneys which shall hereafter be con- 
structed in any building shall be so built that the walls 
thereof shall be at least four inches in thickoese on each 
side of the flues, and such flues shall be smoothly and 
thoroughly plastered on all sides with lime or cement mor- 
tar. No woodwork of any kind shall be placed at a less 
distance than five inches from the inside of any flue. Brick 
work back of all grates, fire-places and ranges shall not be 
less than eight inches thick and when it adjoins a wooden 
or stud partition, shall have at least two four-inch walls 
wiih at least a two-inch air space between. No woodwork 
shall be secured to the brick work of any flue. The plaster- 
ing of the flnes of chimneys erected and used exclusively 
for manufacturing purposes shall not be reqnired by this 
section. 

Sec. 14. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this chapter shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than one 
handred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars accord- 
ing to the nature and aggravation of the offense, to be re- 
covered by action of the case before any court of competent 
jurisdiction in the name of and to the use of the city. 
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CHAPTER 23. 
OF THE KEHOTAL OF BDlLBIseS. 
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Section 1. Whenever aoy person shall design to remove 
any bnilding along, across or through any of the streets or 
public highways within the city of Woonsooket, he shatl 
present bis petition in writing to the board of aldermen of 
said city for permission to make such removal, which peti- 
tion shall describe the building, its dimeDsions, location, 
the place to which it is designed to be removed, and the 
streets along, across or through which the same ia to be re- 
moved. 

Sec. 2. No building shall be removed along, across or 
through any of the public streets or highways within aaid 
city without permission of the board of aldermen had and 
obtained therefor, by the owner of said building, upon peti- 
tion made as aforesaid, and such permission shall not be 
granted without first giving such notice of the pendency of 
such petition as the board of aldermen may order, and shall 
prescribe the streets through, along or across which and the 
time within which said building shall be removed. 

Sec. 3, Whenever permission shall be granted to remove 
any building along, across or through any of the streets 
or public highways within the said city, such removal shall 
be made under the direction of the chief of police, who shall 
see that such removal is made as speedily as possible, and 
without unnecessary interference with public travel over 
such highways and in accordance with the conditions of the 
permission granted. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the owner shall remove any building 
in puranauce of the provisions of this chapter, he shall be 
liable to pay to the city all charges, costs and expenses oc- 
casioned to the city by such removal, the same to be ascer- 
tained by the board of aldermen upon report of the com- 
missioner of highways. 
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Sec. 5. Wheneverany building or any section of a build- 
ing ahall remain in or upon any highway in the city during 
the night, the person removing the same, or the owner there- 
of, shall cause a good and sufHcient light to be placed at 
each end of the said building or section of a building. 

Sec. 6. Every person aiding or assisting in any way, in 
the removal of any building, contrary to the provisions of 
this chapter, shall pay a flue of twenty dollars or be im- 
prisoned not exceeding ten days. 



CHAPTER 24. 



Srctioh 1. The inspector of plumbing shall have con- 
trol of the enforcement of the regulations regarding plumb- 
ing and the general supervision of the business and inspec- 
tion of plumbing and of the enforcement of all laws and 
ordinances relating thereto. Said inspector oF plumbing 
shall be a practical plumber; he shall also devote his whole 
time to the performance of the duties of his office, and he 
shall not otherwise, either directly or indirectly, be inter- 
ested in the bueineBs of plumbing or any other business. 

Seo. 2. The inspector of plumbing shall have an offlce 
in the City Hall, which shall be kept open during business 
hours ; he shall keep a record of the work done by his de- 
partment, and he shall make quarterly reports to the city 
council, in the months of January, April, July aud October, 
in each year, of all the matters connected with his o£Qce and 
relating to the public health which he shall deem of import- 
ance to the citizens of the city. He ahall also in the month 
of Janoai-y, in each year, make a general report reviewing 
the work done during the year preceding. 

Sec 3. No person, firm or corporation, shall engc^e in 
the business of plumbing in this city, including making con- 
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neotiODB with the sewerage system and the Wooosocket water 
works, UDleas he or tbeyshall first furnish a bond in the sum 
of one thonaand dollars, signed by some snrety company to 
b« approved by the inspector of plnmbing, conditioned that 
the applicant shall indemnify and save harmless the city of 
Woonsocket and said inspector of plambing, from all BuitB 
and actions of every name and description brought i^ainst 
the city of Woonsocket or any officer of said city, for or on 
account of any injuries or damages received or sustained by 
any person by or from said plomber, his agents or servantB 
in doing said work or by or in consequence of any negligence 
in guarding the same or any improper materials used therein 
or by or on account of any act or omission of said plumber, 
his servants or agents ; and said plumber shall faithfully 
perform the work in all respects to the satisfaction of the 
inspector of pinmbing. 

Sac. 4. Every person, firm or corporation engi^ing in 
or working at the business of plumbing in this city, either 
as master oi employing plumber, shall register his name and 
place of business in the office of the inspector of plumbing, 
and notice of any change in the place of business of a 
registered plumber, shall be immediately given to the inspec- 
tor of plumbing. 

Sic. S. Every plumber before doing any work in any 
building, shall, except in case of repairs of leaks, file in 
the office of said inspector, upon blanks to be provided for 
that purpose, plans and specifications of the work to be per- 
formed ; and no such work shall be done in any building 
without the approval of said inspector. No work of plumb- 
ing or drainage shall be performed except with the approval 
of said inspector, and no part of any work the plan of 
which has been approved by said inspector shall be covered 
or concealed in any way until after said work or part thereof 
has been examined by said inspector. Notice most be sent 
said inspector whenever the work is sufficiently advanced for 
inspection. 

Sec. 6. After a plan has been approved, no alteration 
of the same shall be allowed except on the written applioa-

tioD to the inspector by the owner or agent of the premiseB 
on which the work is being done. 

Sec. 7. No application for inspection will be received 
unleeB accompanied with an abstract fnllj made out. Ap- 
plication for final inspection of work shall be filed in the 
office of the inspector by the plumber within forty-eight 
honrs after the work is completed. 

Sec. 8, Every bailding shall be separately and inde- 
pendently connected with the public eewer, when Bach is 
provided, except under special permiseion from the board 
of sewer commissionersandtbe inspector of plumbing; and, 
if such sewer is not provided, witb a cesspool conetrncted 
of such materials, location and capacity as shall be approved 
of by said inspector. 

Sec. 9. Draina and soil-pipe and their branches shall be 
of iron, steel, lead or brass, when within a buildiug, and 
for a distance of not less than three feet outside of the 
foundation walls thereof. Tbey shall be eonnd, free from 
holes and other defects, of a uniform thickness of not less 
than one-eighth of an inch for a diameter of five or six 
inches, with a proportional increase of thickness for a greater 
diameter. They shall be securely ironed to walls, laid in 
trenches to uniform grades, or suspended to floor-timbers 
by strong hangers, as the said inspector may direct. They 
shall be provided with a suitable trap, placed with an ac- 
cessible clean-out, either inside or outside the foundation 
wall of bailding ; they shall have a proper fall toward the 
drain or sewer. Soil-pipe shall be carried Qut through the 
roof, open and undiminished in size, to Buch a height as 
may be directed by the said inspector; but no soil-pipe 
shall be carried to a height less than two feet above the 
roof ; changes in direction shall be made with curved pipes, 
and connections with horizontal pipes shall be made with Y 
branches and curves. All cast-iron pipes used In plumbing 
within any building shall have an average weight of not less 
than the following : —

Pr&vided, however, that the inspector of pinmbing may 
in his dtBoretion require a heavier pipe when deemed neces- 
sar; by him.

Waste or vent-pipe shall be of a size 
approved by the inspector of plumbing, and if of lead, shall 
weigh not less tban as below specified : —

When two or more pipes join the main wMte-pipe, 
Bucb waste-pipe shall be of a size approved by the inspector 
of plumbing. 

Sec. 10. There must be an inlet for fresh air entering 
the drain just inside the trap of at least four inches in diame- 
ter leading to the outer fur and opening at least five feet 
from any window and provided with a suitable cleaa-oat. 

Sec. 11. When required by said inspector, all plumbing 
must be tested with the water test by the plnmber in the 
presence of said inspector of plumbing, and all defective 
joints made tight Defective pipe discovered must be re- 
moved and replaced by sound pipe. Stop'Cocks shall be 
placed at the foot of verticle soil or waste-pipes for the con- 
venience of the inspector ii required. 
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Sec. 12. All exhauBta and drips from engines and all 
blow-offs from steam boilers, shall first be connected with a 
cateh baein or cooling tank of sach dimensions and of such 
oonstniction as shall be satisfactory to the inspector of plumb- 
ing, and in no case shall be allowed to connect directly with 
any private or public sewer, 

Skc. 13. The ventilators of any sewer-pipe, soil-pipe or 
waste-pipe, within a building, shall not be constructed of 
brick, sheet-metal or earthenware, and chimney-flues shall 
not be used for such ventilators. 

Skc. 14. Every water-closet bowl shall be provided with 
a local vent, run to a heated chimney, above the highest 
opening in said chimney. Said vent to be of copper, gal- 
vanized iron or caat-iron. The diameter for one closet to 
be not less than two inches, for two closete and -not more 
than four closets, three inches, and for any number exceed- 
ing fonr closets a proportionately increased diameter. 

Sec. 16. Cast-iron soil-pipes, waste-pipes or vent-pipes 
before being pnt in place, shall be coated inside and out with 
a coal-tar pitch, applied hot ; wrought^iron steel soil-pipes, 
waste-pipes or vent-pipes, shall be coated the same as cast- 
iron pipes. All joints on caat-iron pipes shall be run with 
molten lead, and thoroughly calked and made tight ; all joints 
on wrought^iron pipe shall be made by screwing the same 
into special cast-iron fittings, having interior shoulders, form- 
ing flush joints and made tight. Connections of lead pipes 
with iron pipes shall be made with ferrules of any materials 
satisfactory to the inspector, which shall be properly soldered 
and calked to the iron. All soldered joints, where practica- 
ble shall be wiped joints. 

Skc. 16. Every wash-basin, bath-tub, sink, urinal, water- 
closet or other fixtures, shall be provided with an adequate 
supply of water and shall be separately trapped as close to 
the fixture as possible. Water sealing traps of any pattern 
may be used when separate air-pipe connections from the 
top of the same are provided ; and where separate air-pipe 
connections are not provided, traps which will not unseal 
shall be used, and all such traps shall be first approved by 
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thfl iospector of plumbing. All branch linee of waate-pipe 
fifteoQ feet or more in length, mnet be carried up through, 
and two feet above the roof, or into the main soil-pipe above 
the highest plumbing fixture. When separate air-pipe con- 
Deotions are provided they shall be of a size not less than 
the waet«-pipe, but air-pipea for wat«r-cloaet traps shall be 
of not less than two-inch bore for thirty feet or less in 
length, and of not less than three-inch bore for more than 
thirty feet in length. Air-pipes shall be run as direct as 
practicable, and shall be of not less than two-inch bore where 
they pass through the roof. Two or more air-pipes may be 
connected or air-pipes may be connected with a soil-pipes 
but such connectiooB shall be above the upper fixture of the 
building. 

Sec. 17. The drain, soil, waste-ptpes and the traps, must 
if convenient, be exposed to view for ready inspection at 
all times, and for convenience in repuring, when necessarily 
placed within partitions or in recesses of walls, soil and 
waste-pipes must be covered with wood-work so fastened 
with screws as to be readily removed ; in no case shall they 
be absolutely inaccessible. 

Sec. 18. Every water-closet, urinal, sink, basin, wash- 
tray, bath and every tub or set of tubs, must be separately 
and effectually trapped, and in no case shall the waste-pipe 
of a bath-tub or other fixture be connected with a wat«r- 
oloaet trap. 

Sec. 19. Drip or over-flow pipes from safes, under water- 
closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall be 
run to some place in open sight, and in no case shall any 
such pipe be connected directly with a drain, waste-pipe or 
soil-pipe. Waste-pipes from refr^erators or other receptacles 
in which provisions are stored, shall not be connected with 
a drain, soil-pipe, or other waste-pipe unless such waste-pipes 
are provided with traps, suitably ventilated, and in every 
case there shall be an open trap between the trap and refrig- 
erator. 

Sec. 20. Every water-closet or line of water-closets, on 
the same floor shall be supplied with water from a tank or 
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oiatern, and the flughing-pipe ehall not be les§ tbao one and 
one-quarter inches in diameter ; but this requirement shall 
not apply to water-closete substituted for vaolte, where the 
same are located outside the buUding proper, and water- 
oIosetB may be arranged so as to receive their supply directly 
from the main with such fixtures as shall be approved by 
the inspector of plumbing. 

Skc. 21. No water-closet shall be placed in an unveatil- 
ated room or compartment, nor in a sleeping-room ; in every 
oase tiie room or compartment in which a water-closet is 
placed shall have direct oommnnicatioD with the outer air by 
means of a window, or shall be ventilated by means of an 
air duct or shaft; and in every case the location and means 
of ventjlating of every water-closet shall be satisfactory te 
the inspector of plumbing. 

Skc. 22. Plumbing or drain^e work shall not be used 
unless the same has been first tested at the expenae of the 
plumber in the presence of the authorized inspector with tlie 
water test, or if that is not practicable, with the air-pressure, 
peppermint, or other reliable test, and by him approved in 



Sbc. 23. All repairs, changes or modifications of, and all 
additions to, any plumbing work now in use, shall only be 
made in such manner as shall be satisfactory to the inspector 
of plumbing. 

Sbc. 24. Any person receiving a written notice from the 
inspector of plumbing or his agent, of any violation of these 
regulations, shall within ten days, make such alterations as 
are called for in said notice. 

Sec. 26. Any person who violates any provision of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction, be fined not less than five 
or more than twenty dollars for each offeose ; and every 
twenty-four hours continuance of such violation shall con- 
Btitnte a separate offense, and such person, npon a second 
or subsequent conviction for the same offense, shall be pun- 
iahed by a fine of not less than ten or more than twenty 
dollars. 
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CHAPTER 25. 



FIBE DEPAKTHKNT. 



Section 1. The fire department of the city of Woon- 
eocket shall consist of a chief engineer and two assistant 
engineers to rank as first and second asaistant engineers who 
shall be competent and judicious electors of said city, and 
shall be elected annually by the city council, and removable 
St their pleasure ; and also of such number of firemen, not 
exceeding seventy-five, as the exigencies of the service may 
require. 

Sec. 2. The chief and assistant engineers shall together 
constitute the board of engineers, one of whom shall be 
elected clerk of said board, and the firemen shall be appointed 
and dismigsed by them at their discretion; the pay of the 
firemen shall be fixed from time to time by the city councal. 

Sec. 3. The board of engineers shall hold regular month- 
ly meetings at such times as they may appoint, and other 
meetings on the call of the chief engineer. They shall make 
such rules and regulations not repugnant to the laws of the 
state or ordinances of the city, as they may deem proper for 
the management of the department, the protection of its 
property and the promotion of its efficiency in preserving the 
city from fires, and report the same to the joint standing 
committee on fire department of the city council. They 
shall also from time to time report to the joint standing 
committee on fire department of the city council as to all 
matters of inunediate interest and shall certify all bills, in 
their department, against the city. They, shall have general 
chaj^e of all the property of the city assigned or belonging 
to the fire department, and shall make an annual report to 
the city council at the time for the making of the other 
annual reports by the various officers of the city, to be printed 
and bound therewith, which shall contain in addition to the 
doings of the board a schedule of the personal property of 
the city belonging to the tire department, the condition

thereof, and what articles have been lost, used up or destroyed 
during the year, so that the joint standing committee on fire 
department shall have control of all matters relating to the 
management, control, care, maintenance and direution of the 
fire department of the city, its needs and current expendi- 
tures, its officers and employees including the et^neers and 
firemen, its stations, engineu, equipment and all property of 
the fire department All appointments to membership to 
said department or to anyofKce therein, excepting the offices 
of chief and assistant engineers, and all dismissals or sus- 
pensions from office therein, excepting the officers aforescud 
and any others elected by the city conncil, shall be subject 
to the approval of said committee who, if they do not ap- 
prove the same, shall proceed in their discretion, and said 
committee may at any time appoint, suspend or dismiss any 
officer in said department, except as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. The chief engineer shall have the genera! super- 
vision and conamand of the entire department. He shall at 
all times see that the fire department property is kept in 
good order and condition and ready for instant use. He 
shall see that bis assistants and all the firemen perform their 
duties promptly and efficiently. He shall repair promptly 
to every fire that may occur within the city, and all orders 
given by him to any member of the fire department shall be 
promptly obeyed. He may call on and command from the 
inhabitants of the city all needful assistance in the suppres- 
sion of fires and in the preservation of property exposed to 
fire. He shall see that all rules for the government of the 
department are enforced and he shall summarily decide all 
disputes or questions arising out of the matters connected 
with the department when the parties thereto shall be on 
duty at a fire. He may at any time report to the joint 
standing committee on fire department any act of disobedi- 
ence, disrespect, or impropriety or neglect of duty on the 
part of any assistant engineer. 

Sec. 5. Every assistant engineer shall repair promptly 
to every fire that may occur in the city, shall obey all orders 
of the chief engineer and shall assist him in his duties. In 
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the absence or disability of the chief engineer the first or 
second engineer in the order of their rank, shall act in his 
place with all his powers, and subject to all his duties. Each 
engineer shall be authorized and it shall be bis duty to sup- 
presB any tumult at a fire, and to command any persons en- 
gagiog in such tumult to leave the neighborhood. 

Szc. 6, The board of engineers shall have printed copies 
of the fire department ordinance and of all rules and regu- 
lations adopted by them, and shall see that at least one copy 
of the same is posted in each engine house belongii^; to the 
city. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the board of 
engineers to keep a record of the doings of all meetings of 
the board ; of all fires that may occur in the city, and of 
such other matters relating to the department as may be 
deemed expedient by the chie^ or by the board of engineers. 

Sec. 8. Every person who shall neglect or refuse t« 
render assistance when called upon by any of the engineers, 
as provided in Section 4 of this chapter, or who shall refuse 
to obey any lawful order of any engineer, or who shall in- 
sult, menace, or interfere with any officer or man connected 
with the said department while on duty, or who shall with- 
out authority give an order to any member of said de- 
partment while on duty or who shall wantonly or malicioasly 
cut or otherwise injure any hose, engine or apparatus be- 
longing to the city, and connected with said department, 
shall be fined for each offense twenty dollars. 

Sec. 9. No intoxicating liquor or gambling shall be 
allowed in any building occupied by the department. 
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CHAPTER 26. 



PKST£NTION OF FIRES. 



Sectioiit 1. The committee appointed to superiDtend the 
baildiog of chimDeys, and places of stoves, and stove-pipes, 
may order or direct in writing the owner or occupants of 
any building in the city in which any chimney, fire-place, 
furnace, grate, stove or stove-pipe is now or shall hereafter 
be 80 erected, built or placed, as in the opinion of stud com- 
mittee, or hie own opinion, to be nnsafe in regard to fire, to 
alter, remove or take down such chimney, fire-place, furnace, 
grate, stove or stove-pipe at their discretion. 

Sec, 2. Every such owner or oocapant who shall refuse 
or neglect to alter, remove or take down, according to snch 
written notice^ order or direction, any anch chimney, fire- 
place, furnace, grate, stove or stove-pipe, shall pay a fine of 
not less than five nor more than twenty dollars ; and every 
such owner or occupant who shall persist in such refusal or 
Delect, after having been ordered or directed as aforesaid, 
shall, for every too days, during which such owner or oc- 
cupant shall so persist, be deemed gniltyof a new offense 
and be subject to the fine above described. 

Ssc. 3. No person shall carry iute, or nse in any barn, 
stable, hayloft, or other place in this city in which hay or 
straw is kept or used, any lighted candle, lamp or gas burner, 
not enclosed in a lantern, nor any lighted pipe or cigar|; nor 
shall any person carry any fire into or through any street, 
highway, or other public place in said city, except in some 
covered vessel. 

Sec. 4. No person shall leave any shavings or straw or 
other combustible matter in any street, lane, gangway or in 
any other situation in said city exposed to fire. 

Sec. 5. The occupant of every workshop in said city at 
least once in three days shall cause all shavings made in 
BDch shop to be removed therefrom to some safe and suitable 
place. 
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Sec. 6. Every person who shall violate any provision of 
the third, fourth or fifth sectioDB of this chapter shall pay a 
fine of not less than five nor more than twenty dollars. 

Sbc. 7. Every person who shall malicioasly interfere with 
or injure tiie telegraphic apparatus, wires, posts, or boxes of 
the telegraphic fire alarm system of this city shall, on con- 
viction, pay for such offense a fine of not more than twenty 
dollars. 



CKAPTER 27. 



POLICE DEPARTMENT. 



BondBof Offleen 



Duties of Chief 



Section 1. The permanent police of said city shall con- 
sifit of not less than thirty police officers, one of whom shall 
be selected and deBigDat«d as chief of police, one of them as 
lieutenant of police, and three of them as sergeants of police, 
who shall be elected and appointed by the board of alder- 
men. Police constables for temporary duty may be ap- 
pointed in such number as the board of aldermen from time 
to time deem necessary. 

Sec. 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of pohee 
officer unless he be a qualified elector for members of the 
city council in this city, and of correct and temperate habits, 
neither shall any person be eligible to the office who cannot 
read and write the English language. 

Sec. 3. The chief of police, the lieutenant of police and 
the sei^eants of police shall respectively give bond as re- 
quired in the city ordinances relating to hoods. The other 
police officers shall not be required to give bonds ; nor shall 
any of the permanent police be authorized to serve any civil 
process. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the chief of police under 
the direction of the mayor to superintend the police depart- 
ment of which he shall be the chief executive officer. He 
shall be the complainant under all city ordinances. He shall 
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keep a record in a book to be provided for that purpose of 
the receipts of the department giving each item in detail, 
and shall at each regular monthly meeting of the board of 
aldermen report to them the amount of said receipts for the 
preceding month and the condition of the department, mak- 
ing special mention of any offiuers who are entitled to praise 
for their diligence as well as the names of members who are 
delinqaent in their duties. 

Sbc. 6. The chief of police shall be held responsible for 
the efficiency, general conduct and good order of the depart- 
ment, and shall promptly report all complaints made to him 
and all complaints which he has to make against any mem- 
ber thereof to the board of aldermen. He may suspend 
from duty and stop the pay of any member of the depart- 
ment for a time not longer than two weeks or fine any mem- 
ber not to exceed one week's pay for cause, subject how- 
ever, to the approval of the committee on police. 

Sbc. 6. In case of the absence or sickness of the chief, 
the lieutenant of police, and in case of the absence of both 
the chief of police and the lieutenant of police, the sergeant 
of police according to the length of service ae such, and in 
case of the absence or sickness of the chief, lieutenant and 
sergeant, the sergeant next following according to length of 
service as such, shall be complainant under all town and city 
ordinances; and at all times by the authority and under the 
direction of the chief of police they shall perform and exer- 
cise any control in the management and operation of the 
department which the chief could perform or exercise were 
he present. 

Sec. 7. Neither the chief of police, the heuteoant of 
police, the sergeants of police, nor the police officers shall be 
entitled to their salary unless they have faithfully obeyed 
floch rules and conformed to the ordinances of the city and 
to such regulations as the board of aldermen may have 
adopted for their government 

Skc. 8. Each and every member of the department shall 
devote his whole time and attention to the business of the 
department and is expressly prohibited from following any 
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other calling or being employfld in any other businese ; and 
althoagfa certain hoars will be allowed to the respective 
members for the performance of dnty on ordinary occasions, 
it is, nevertheless, expected that they will, at all times, be 
ready to act if their services are needed. 

Seo. 9. Police officers on resigning or b«ng removed 
from office will immediately surrender to the chief of police 
all articles of property in their posseauoo belonging to the 
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Sec. 10. In case of death of any police officer, the chief 
of police wiU take charge of all the property in his pOBses- 
aion belonging to the department and report the same in 
writii^ to the board of aldermen. 

Sec. 11. When a felony has been committed and there 
is reason to suspect that negligRnce is attribntsble to the 
police officer on whose beat it was committed, said police 
officer shall be required to show to the satisfaction of the 
board of aldermen that said felony was not committed in 
consequence of negligence or inattention or connivance on 
his part, or it will be deemed sufficient cause for his dis- 
missal from the force. 

Sec. 12. Any police officer will be immediately dis- 
missed from office against whom any of the following charges 
shall be sustained: Intoxication, wilfnl disobedience of 
orders, profane, violent, coaree, obscene or nngentlemanly 
lai^age or conduct towards another member of the depart- 
ment, or any other person; telling a falsehood, receiving or 
retaining money, or other valuable things contrary to the 
law, wilful n^lect of duty or wilful non-compliance with 
any of the police regulations. 

Sec. 13. The police may arrest any person, without a 
warrant, reasonably suspected of having committed a breach 
of the peace or of violating any ordinance of the city, and 
also night-walkers. 

Sec. 14. All commitments to the bridewell in the city of 
Woonsocket, shall be entered by the chief of police, the 
lieutenant of police or by the sergeants of police in a book 
to be kept for that purpose, and no police officer, constable, 
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nightwatchman or citizeD'shall discharge or liberate any 
person eoniinitted, without the coosent of the chief of police, 
or Id his absence, the lieutenant of police or the sergeaots 
of police, and it shall be the duty of the said chief, lieuten- 
ant or sergeants of police so discharging the persons thus 
committed to make a record of such discharge in said book 
against the name of the person bo committed. 

Sec. 15. The chief of police is hereby authorized to 
draw his order countersigned by the mayor, upon the city 
treasurer from time to time as the exigencies of the service 
may require, an amount equal to the whole of the sum known 
as the available police fund. 

Sec. 16. The members of the police department wounded 
or otherwise disabled while in the discharge of their duties 
shall receive pay for the time they shall necessarily be absent 
from duty in consequence thereof, when duly certified by 
any duly registered physician approved by the board of 
aldermen, provided that such pay shall not continue for a 
longer time than one month, unless by the recommendation 
of the police committee and the approval of the board of 
aldermen. In cases of ordinary aicknesa pay will be allowed 
for three days upon the voucher of the chief of police, and 
for no longer time than fifteen days, except with the ap- 
proval of the board of aldei-nien. 

Sec. 17. The board of aldermen may, from time to 
time, make all such rules and regulations as they may deem 
necessary and expedient relative to the permanent police of 
the city, their qualifications, deportment, uniform, genera! 
and special duties, their privileges, the manner and time of 
their employment, and make all other requirements concern- 
ing the control and management of this department of the 
city government which they may judge the interests of the 
city and the safety and protection of the people and the 
property therein to need.

Sectios 1. In addition to lier duties preecribed by 
BtatQte, the police matron shall take proper care of the sleep- 
ing rooms of the police department. She shall also offer 
temporary assistance to such women in care of the police ae 
may stand in need of such assistance when called npon so 
to do by the chief of police, the lieutenant or either ser- 
geants of police. 



CHAPTER 29. 



SEWEB COMWSSIONERS. 

Sectiok 1. The sewer commissioners shall cause a de- 
tailed plat to be made of all the streets or parts of streets 
in which drains and sewers have been or shall be ordered to 
be constructed by the city council, together with the land of 
the abutters thereon liable to assessment, which plat shall 
also show the location of the drains and sewers in the respec- 
tive street or streets, the diameter thereof and such other 
information connected therewith as they may deem proper, 
and all said plats shall be properly arranged, indexed, and 
carefully preserved in the office of the sewer commissioners 
and shall be open to the examination of all the taxpaying 
citizens of the city at all reasonable times. 

Sec. 2. The said sewer commissioners may from time to 
time make all needful rules and regulations forall connections 
with said main drains and the common sewers and for the 
use of said connections of said sewers and drains by all 
persons who shall in any way nse or desire to nse the same ; 
but before such rules and regnlatiouB or any change therein 
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CommlealoDera 



shall become operative and binding, they shall be reported 
to and be approved and Gonfirmed by the city coancil. All 
connections with said main drains and common sewers shall 
be made by and under the directions of said sewer commis- 
sioners, who shall have full power to act npon the same and 
to make or authorize all such connections. 

Sbc. 8. The said sewer eommissionei-s shall make a fnll 
report quarterly to the city council of all important matters 
relative to tUeir department and shall make further report 
thereof as aforesaid at all other tipies when they may deem 
it necessary or shall be thereto requested by the city coun- 
cil or by either branch thereof. Such special reports shall, 
as far as may be, cover all matters mentioned in the re> 
quest therefor and said quarterly report shall contain among 
other matters appropriate thereto a detailed statement of : 

1. All work begun, prosecuted or finished in the cou- 
atruction or reparation of main drains and common sewers 
since the last report and in what street or streets the same 
has been done. 

2. A general statement of all sewer assessments made 
aince the last leport, the amount thereof, and the street and 
streets npon which the assessed estates abut. 

S. All recommendations for the extension of the sewer 
system of the city which they shall think to be necessary, 
and also all information respecting said sewer system, its 
operation and the extent of its use which they may deem to 
be of general interest to the taxpayers of the city. 

Sbc. 4. All existing public main drains and common control at Bemm 
sewers shall be under the control of said sewer commission- 
ers who are hereby authorized to make use of the same in 
connection with the general system of sewers whenever ad- 
visable and practicable. 

Skc. 5. Said sewer commissioqeTS are hereby authorized 
and directed to confer with the owner or owners of any tract 
of land or any estate, right or interest therein necessary to 
be acquired in establishing a system of sewerage in this city, 
to ascertain the lowest price for which the same can be ac- 
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qaired aud to report in writing as soon as posiible, with 
their recommendatioQ to the city council. 



CHAPTER 30. 



Section 1. The following mles and regulations govern- 
ing the nee of tbe m&in drains and common aewers of said 
system and the making and using of all couneotions with 
said system are hereby approved and confirmed. Said rules 
aud regulations having been made by the board of sewei 
commissioners in accordance with the provisions of Section 
2 of Chapter 1G5 of the city ordinances. 

BnlM and BegulatiooB. 

Applications for connections must be made in writing upon 
the blank forms furnished by the commissioners and must 
be signed by the owner or owners of tbe property to be 
sewered or their duly authorized attorney. 

All connections shall be of such size and material and 
made to such grade and deptb as the board of sewer com- 
missioners and tbe city engineer may determine, and under 
the supervision of the city engineer. 

All connections shall be under the control of and main- 
tained and kept cleaned and in proper repair by the board 
of sewer commissioners and all expense necessary for tbe 
making, cleaning, maintaining and repairing of any con- 
nection, shall be paid by the owner or owners of the prop- 
erty using such connection in the same manner and subject 
to the same conditions ^nd regulations as to assessments 
and collections as provided in the ordinance for the assess- 
ment for that portion assessed against the abutters for the 
payment of the cost of the main drains and the commou 
sewers. Provided, however, that no charge shall be made 
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agaiDst the oirner of the oonnection for oleaning or rep^- 
ing DDlesB il ehall be foand to have been oocMiioned by im- 
proper usage or neglect. 

Pnyoided, also, that the abutter may, if he ho elect) make 
Mb Owd CODnection bnt under the same rules and Bnbject to 
the same Bapervision as if pot in by the city. 

All coDnections put in by abutters sball be done by com- 
petent drain layers licensed to do work by the board of 
sewer commissioners and the city engineer, and shall gire 
a bond to the city with surety satisfactory to the board of 
sewer commissioners conditioned npon the faithful and 
thorongh performance of all work entmated to tfaem and a 
strict observance of all rnles and regulations now in force 
or which may hereafter be made governing the same, in the 
anm of three thousand dollars, and the liability to rsvoca- 
tion of the license by said board. 

No extension or alteration of any connection will be 
allowed without first making application to and receiving 
permission from the board of sewer commisBioncrs to make 
snch alterations or extensiouB. 

Every house or building must be separately and inde- 
pendently connected with the street sewer, except that the 
board of sewer commissioners may at their discretion allow 
more than one bouse or building on the same estate to use 
one connection. 

No connection which does not have a cleanont in the 
direct line of the pipe to the street sewer will be allowed to 
discbai^e into the sewer system. 

No blow-off from steam boilers or exhaust from steam 
engines will be allowed to discharge into the sewer Hystem 
or any connection thereof. 

No excessive quantity of manufacturing or other wastes 
aball be of a higher rate of temperature or otherwise cal- 
culated to unduly interfere with the proper maintenance of 
the sewer system or any connection thereof will be allowed 
to enter therein. 

The sewer commissioners may at anytime require such 
grease traps or ventilating pipes to be introduced along the 
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line of any connection or in the discfaai^e of any fixtare 
connected therewith as they may deem neceBsary for the 
proper maintenance of ench connection or of the sewer sys- 
tem and they or tbeir duly authorized representatives shall 
have access at all reasonable times to see that all laws, 
rules and regulations relatiog to the sewer system or con- 
nections therewith are being complied with. 

Any person violating any of the foregoing rules and regu- 
lations shall be liable to a fine of not lees than twenty dol- 
lars for each violation. 
Cltj TreMorer to Sec. 2. The citv treasurer is herebv authorized and em- 

credlt moiWT 

powered to credit all money received by him for work done 
and material furnished under the provision of Section 1 of 
this ordinance to the general sewer appropriation. 



CHAPTER 31. 



SGWEK TIX. 



Section 1. The city council of the city of Woonsocket, 
pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 1, 252 of ttie Public 
Laws, passed May 24th, 1893, hereby authorize and direct 
the sewer commission of said city to make aseeesments upon 
all estates abutting upon that portion of any street or high- 
way in which any sewer has been or shall be constructed at 
the rate of fifty (50) cents for each frontfoot of such estate, 
upon such street or highway, and three-quarters of one cent 
for each square foot of such estate between such street or 
highway and a line not exceeding one hundred and twenty 
feet distant from and parallel with the line of such street or 
highway ; provided, however, that whenever any estate is 
situated between two streets or highways, the area upon 
which said assessment of three-quarters of one cent a square 
foot is made shall not extend to more than one-half the 
distance between eacli streets or highways ; provided, also. 
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that when aoy estate is situated at the corner of two streets 
or highways, or otherwise so situated as to be assessed for 
the expense of making a sewer in one of snch streets or 
highways, that portion of such estate assessed for a eewer 
in one of such streets or highways shall not be liable to be 
assessed upon its area for the cost of constructing a sewer 
in the other of such streets or highways, bnt only for its 
frontage upon snch street or highway, and provided, also, 
that no estate or portion thereof shall be assessed for the 
constniction of any eewer unless such estate or portion 
thereof shall abut or be bounded upon the street or higb- 
way on whicb said eewer shall have been constructed or an- 
leas snch estate has a right of access to snch street or high- 
way. 

Sec. 2. When. any such assessment shall be made npon 
any land for the expense of constructing any sewer, the 
owner of the land so assessed shall have the right to con- 
nect such land with such sewer under such general rules and 
regulations as the city council by ordinance shall prescribe, 
npon executing to said city a release of all damages which 
may at any time happen to such estate in any way resulting 
from such connection. 

Sec. 3. All assessments made under the authority of 
this ordinance shall be a lien upon the estate upon which 
they are made from the date upon which they are certified 
by said commissioners to the city treasurer for collection, 
and shall be due and payable one year after the certification 
thereof as aforesaid ; provided, however, that payment of 
any such assessment may be made to the city treasurer in 
installments in manner and under the conditions following, 
namely: one-fifth thereof in one year, one-fifth thereof in 
two years, one-Sfth thereof in three years, one-flfth thereof 
in four years, one-fifth thereof in five years after the certifi- 
cation aforesaid. At the time when each of said install- 
ments shall become due and payable as aforesaid, one year's 
interest on the unpaid balance of said assessment, at the 
rate of five per centum per annum shall be due and payable, 
and in case of defanlt in the payment of any of said in- 
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BtallmeDta when it becomes due together with the interest 
on the UDpaid baUoce as aforeBaid, the whole of said aeeess- 
meat or the unpaid balance thereof, as the case may be, 
shall be due and payable, and shall thereafter bear interest 
at the rate of six per centam per annnm, which assessment 
or the unpaid balance thereof together with interest as afore- 
said, and all expenses incurred for the collection thereof, if 
any there be, shall be collected as the ordinary taxes of the 
city are collected. 

Sec. 4. Any person paying the whole of anch assess- 
raents made upon any estate as aforesaid before the expira- 
tion of one year after the same shall have been certified to 
the city treasurer, shall be entitled to receive and may re- 
ceive a discount thereon at the rate of five per centum per 
annnm to the time said assessment is due and payable as 
first aforesaid ; but if not paid when due and payable as 
aforesaid, shall bear interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum, which assessment together with the interest 
thereon as aforesaid, and all expenses incurred in the col- 
lection thereof, if any there be, shall be collected as the 
ordinary taxes of the city are collected. 

Sec. 5, The city treasurer, upon tbe receipt of the cer- 
tification of any assesBment by the said sewer commission- 
ers, shall give notice when snch assessment is due and pay- 
able by publication four times, once a week, in the Evening 
Reporter, the Evening Caii, and La TWttune,

RSeiSTRATION OF DEATHS, BIRTHS, ETa 



Section 1. There shall be elected by the city council a 
saGBcient number of persons to act as undertakers, removable 
at the pleasure of the city council. 

Sec. 2. Whenever any person shall die in this city it 
ahalt be the duty of the physician attending in his or her 
last sickness, upon application, to furnish the undertaker 
attending to the fnneral, or to the city clerk, a certificate giv- 
ing the name of the person, date of death, and the disease 
or canse of his or her death. 

Sec. 3. Every physician omitting or refusing to furnish 
such certificate as aforesaid shall forfeit and pay the sam of 
five hundred dollars for each offense. 

Sec. 4. No person shall bnry or place in a tomb, or re- 
move from the city, or otherwise dispose of the body of any 
human being who shall die in this city without first report- 
ing the death to the city clerk and obtaining a permit from 
him under penalty of not less than five dollars nor more 
than twenty dollars for each and every offense. 

Sec. 5. No permit shall be given as provided in Section 
4 until the city clerk is furnished with the information in 
relation to the deceased person required by the laws of the

witbout permit 
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state for record, so far as the same ced be ascertained, 
tc^ether with the physician's certificate of the caase of death 
whenever a physician has been in attendance or a medical 
examiner's certificate whenever death is supposed to have 
been occasioned by violence. Whenever a permit for burial 
is applied for in a case of death without the attendance of 
a physician or if it is impoBsibte to obtain the physician'ti 
certificate, it shall be the duty of the city clerk to investi- 
gate the case so far as may be necessary ; and when he has 
obtained satisfactory evidence in relation to the canse and 
circnmstances of the death, he shall sign the certificate and 
give the required permit. If not satisfied in relation to the 
canse and circumstanceB of the death, or if in his opinion 
the public good requires it, he shall report the case to the 
coroner for investigation. 

Sec. 6. Whenever the body of a human being who has 
died out of the city shall be brought in the city for burial 
it shall be the duty of the undertaker to furnish the report 
required in Sections i and 5 with the exception of the physi- 
cian's certificate ; and in case of neglect or failure so to do, 
such undertaker shall forfeit and pay not less than five dol- 
lars nor more than twenty dollai's for each and every offense. 
Sec. 7. All funerals shall take place between sunrise 
and sunset, unless otherwise permitted or directed by the 
city council. 

Sec. 6. No undertaker or other person shall bury or 
cause to be buried, the body of any deceased person in this 
city except in such grounds aa are now known and used as 
burial grounds or such as shall hereafter be by the city coun- 
cil designated as borial grounds and authorized to be used as 
such ; and every person violating this section of this ordin- 
ance shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less than five dollars 
nor more than twenty dollars for each ofTense. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the physician, midwife 
or person acting as midwife attending the birth of any child 
in this city, whether still-bovn, premature birth, or other- 
wise, to make returns to the city clerk of all the facts re- 
quired by the laws of this state for record so far as the 
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same can be ascertaiiied on or before the second Monday of 
every month for the last preceding month, for which return 
the fee allowed by law shall be paid. Every physician, 
midwife or person acting ae midwife omitting to make a re- 
tnra ae aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less 
thftD five dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each and 
every ofFense.

Sac. 2. Every vehicle used as a lunch cart within said 
city shall be licensed and shall have placed upon the out- 
side, and npoD each side of the same the number of the 
license in plain, legible flgnros of not less than one and a 
half inches in size and so that the same may be distinctly 
seen; and. no person shall use any such vehicle used as a 
lunch cart without being licensed as hereinafter provided,

Sec. 3. For every license granted for vehicles used as 
lunch carts there shall be paid to the city treasurer of said 
city, to and for the use of said city, the sum of fifty dollars 
per year, said license to commence on April 1st in each year. 
Sec. 4. The board of aldermen shall have power to re- 
yoke any license granted under this chapter. 

Sec. o. Every person who shall violate, or who shall 
refuse or neglect to obey any of the provisions of any of 
the previous sections of this chapter shall pay for such vio- 
lation, neglect or refusal to obey, a fine of not less than 
two dollars nor more than twenty dollars.

Skction 1. All pereons who wieh to have a lioeoBe to 
keep and sell gunpowder within the city, shall make applica- 
tion to the board of aldermen, in writing, stating their 
place of bsBineBS and whether they wish to sell by whole- 
sale or retail or both ; and the said board of aldermen may 
grant or refuse to grant such license as they may deem beet. 

Sec. 2. Every person or firm who may be licensed to 
sell gunpowder by retail, shall be allowed to keep in the 
place or building designated in the license twenty-five pounds 
of gunpowder and no more at one time which shall always 
be kept in tin or copper canisters, capable of containing not 
more than twelve and one-half pounds each, with a small 
aperture at the top and a tin or copper cover thereto. 

Sec. 3. Every person or firm who may be licensed to 
sell gunpowder by wholesale, shall provide and keep a tin 
or copper chest with two handles and a tight cover furnished 
with a hinge and secured with a padlock all of tin or cop- 
per. Such chest shall always be kept ou the lower Qoor on 
the right side of and close to the principal door or entrance 
from the street into the building, except when otherwise 
designated by the board of aldermen and shall always be 
kept locked, except when powder is put in or taken out ; 
and such person so licensed shall be allowed to deposit and 
keep in such tin or copper chest a quantity of gunpowder 
not exceeding four casks of twenty-five pounds each, the 
heads of each cask not to be opened, and each cask to be 
kept in a strong leather bag closely tied and distinctly 
marked "GUNPOWDER." 

Skc. 4. Every person or firm licensed to keep and sell 
gunpowder as aforesaid, by wholesale or retail, shall have 
and keep a signboard placed over the door or in some other 
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conapicDOus place on the outside of the boilding in which 
said powder is kept, on which shall be distinctly painted the 
words " Licensed to sell Gunpowder." 

Sbo. 5. Every person who shall be licensed as afore- 
said, who shall neglect or refuse to comply with any of the 
provisions of this chapter shall, for each offense, be fined 
not leas than ten dollars and not exceeding twenty dollars, 
and the board of aldermen may also, in their discretion, 
revoke the license of the person so offending. 

Sec. 6. The chief of police shall have the right, and it 
shall be his duty, to examine all places in which gunpowder 
shall be kept by persons licensed as aforesaid, and to 
promptly report to the board of aldermen any failure on the 
part of such licensed persons to comply with the provisions 
of this chapter. 

Sec. 7. No person or persons shall be permitted to have, 
keep or store within the compact part of the city more than 
Bve pounds of gunpowder in any building or bnildings with- 
out license from the board of aldermen setting forth the 
location, and what kind of buildings the same are or shall 
be kept in, under a penalty of twenty dollars for each and 
every day such person or persons shall keep or suffer to be 
kept said powder without license as aforesaid. 

Sec. 8. No person having charge of any vehicle con- 
taining more than twenty-five pounds of powder shall allow 
the same to stop or stand in any street or highway in the 
compact part of the city, except to load or unload, under a 
penalty of twenty dollars for each offense. 

Sec, 9. It shall be the duty of the chief of police to im- 
mediately remove or cause to be removed any vehicle con- 
taining more than twenty-five pounds of powder which shall 
be found standing in the compact part of this city. 
* Sec. 10. Subject to the foregoing provisions of this 
chapter no gunpowder, nitrc^lycerine, dynamite, or other 
like substances or materials shall be stored or kept, in any 
place in this city within eighty rods of any building or with- 
in ten rods of any public highway. Every owner or keeper 
of snch gunpowder, nitrt^lycerine, dynamite, or other like 
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aubetances or materials, violating aoy proTiaions of this 
section shall be fined not less tban ten dollars nor more than 
twenty dollars for each and every day such owner or keeper 
shall violate any provision of this section.

If the 
application be granted the board of aldermen may annex 
thereto any conditions it shall deem proper, and the city clerk 
shall issue said license in suitable form and sign and aeal the 
same in behalf of said board ; said license shall designate 
the place where said business ia to be carried on, and con-

No person or persons either themaelTes or 
by their agents or servants, shall carry or cause or permit 
to be carried into or through any highway or street in this 
city any part of the contents of any privy vault or cesspool, 
in any carl, wagon or other vehicle without having first ob- 
tained a license for the same from the board of aldermen.

the same can be distinctly seen, a tin sign with the number 
of the license in plain, legible, white figures of not less than 
three inches in size npon a black gronnd, and every snch 
license shall be granted by the board of aldermen, to expire

gi-anted, upon the payment of the sum of ten dollars there- 
for and the presentation to the said board of aldermen of a 
certificate signed by the health offlcer recommending the 
granting of such license. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions in 
Sections 1 and 2 of this chapter shall be fined not leas than 
two dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each day's con- 
tinuance of said violation. 

Every person who shall at any time whatsoever 
empty into any street, highway, gangway or open way, over 
which the inhabitants of this city pass or may freely pass 
within the limits of this city, any part of the contents of 
any sink, cesspool or privy vault shall be fined not less than 
five dollars nor more than twenty dollars.

In erecting any building situated on any street 
or highway or doing any other work, no person shall place 
or deposit, nor suffer to remain in any part of such street or 
h^hway, any lumber or other building material or any rub- 
bish or remains of any old building, for any longer period 
than may be necessary from time to time for the prosecution 
of the work which may be going on ; and in case any lum- 
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ber or any rubbish or building maWrial or remaina of any 
old building moBt of necessity remain after dark, a snfiicient 
light sfaall be kept or placed over or near the same throngh- 
oat the whole of the night, so as to give sufficient notice to 
all persons passing in or through snch street or highway. 

Sec. 20. No barb-wire fence, bo called, shall hereafter 
be built, erected or used or mflintained apon any public 
street or highway in this city, or along the side thereof or 
of any nidewalk forming a part thereof, nor ahall any snob 
fence be bailt, erected, used or maintained as a barrier be- 
tween Buch street, highway, sidewalk and any land or prem- 
ises belonging to private parties. 

Sbc. 21. No person shall place or cauBe to be placed, nor 
continue nor suffer to be continued when placed, any sign of 
any kind or material whatsoever, nnleaa the same be placed 
against some building parallel therewith and Bscured thereto 
and not projecting from the building to which the same 
shall be secured more than aiz inches into or over any 
street or highway ; provided that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to prohibit the marking or printing npon 
any awning constructed according to law. 

Sxc. 22. No person shall expose, display, post up or ex- 
bibit any placard, poster, bill or picture of any show, exhibi- 
tion, theatrical or other performance in or on any building, 
billboard, wall or fence on any street or highway in this city, 
without such placard, poster, bill or picture shall have been 
approved by the chief of police. 

Skc. 23. No person shall distribute, or cause to be dis- 
tributed any handbill, circular, programme, or advertising 
slip in or upon any street or sidewalk in this city. 

Sbc. 24. No person shall carry or convey through or in 
any street any waste paper not so covered or protected as 
to prevent the escape of said paper into any street, and do 
person while loading or unloading a team or other vehicle, 
shall scatter or permit any waste paper to be scattered in any 
street or highway or where such paper shall be blown on to 
any street or highway. 
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Sec. 26. No person having the charge of a vehicle in 
any street shall neglect or refuse to stop the same or to place 
the same when stopped, as directed hj a police officer. 

No owner, driver or other person having chai^ 
of any vehicle shall stop the same nor sufFer the same to be 
stopped BO as to obstruct the public travel, except for the 
purpose of placing upon or taking from such vehicle, some 
article of merchandise of such weight or bulk as to prevent 
ite being done in any other manner and then only during 
the time that such article is being actually placed npon or 
taken from such vehicle. 

Sec. 27. No person shall play at ball or throw stones or 
other missiles in any of the streets or highways in this city. 

Sec. 28. No person shall throw or deposit or cause to be 
thrown or deposited, nor suffer to flow into or upon any 
street, highway, gangway, or public place any water or other 
liquid which causes any noxious or unhealthful effluvia noi 
any filthy or dirty water. 

Sec. 29. No person shall erect or maintain any bill- 
board, or other erection for the posting of bills, on or near 
the line of any street or highway in this city without per- 
mission, in writing, from the commissioner of highways. Said 
permiraion shall not be granted, unless said commissioner 
shall be fully satisfied that snch board or erection shall not 
endanger public travel along such street or highway; when- 
ever said commissioner shall be satisfied that, from any 
cause, any such board or erection shall have become danger- 
ous to public travel, he shall immediately cause the same to 
be removed or properly secured.

Ko perBOD Bhall ride, drive or leave any animal, 
or move or tmndle any vehicle apoB aoy sidewalk of the 
city, except light carriages for the conveyance of children, 
anlesB for the purpose of necessarily crossing the same, or 
ehall allow any animal belonging to him or under his care 
to Btand on the sidewalk ; or shall saw, split or cut firewood 
or Inmber OQ any sidewalk, or shall break up any coal on 
BDch sidewalk.

This agreement made and executed this fifteenth day of 
February, A. D. 1893, by and between tbe city of Woon- 
socket, a manicipal coqjoration created by the general 
assembly of the state of Rhode Island, of the first part, and 
the Woonsocket Street Railway Company, a corpovation 
created by said general assembly, and located and doing 
business in said city of Woonsocket, of the second part. 

WITNESSETH, That the said party of the first part in 
coDsideratioa of the promises and agreements of tbe said 
party of the second part, hereinafter contained, and in pur- 
snance of the authority conferred upon said party of the 
first part in and by Chapter 975, of the Public Laws, passed 
by said general assembly at its May session, A. D. 1891, 
does hereby grant to said party of the second part the ex- 
clnsive right tor the term of twenty yeai's from the first day 
of July, A. D. 1893, in and over tbe streets and highways 
in said city, to keep, maintain and use for the purpose of 
operating a street railway, tracks, rails, poles, wires, rail- 
roads with the switches, turnouts, turntables and appurte- 
nances, and all wbich may from time to time, during said 
period, be built and constructed by said company ; also the 
exclusive right during said period to keep, maintain, use 
and operate by any motive power in any manner that it may 
now lawfully do, or thereafter be authorized to do during 
said period, its cars, motors and vehicles upon said tracks, 
rails, railroads, switches, turnouts and turntables. 

This grant, however, being subject to all the conditions, 
i-estrictions, obligations and limitations imposed by and con- 
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tained iq said chapter 975, of the Public Laws. Provided, 
howeoer, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
give sftid railroad company, or any party claiming under it, 
any vested rights in aaid streets or highways, in addition to 
those which it now has, if any, excepting for the term of 
twenty years aforesaid, and subject to the conditions, re- 
strictions, obligations and limitations aforesaid. 

And the said party of the second part, in consideration of 
the grants hereinbefore made, does hereby agree with said 
party of the first part, as follows : That the said party of the 
second part will pay to the city treasurer of said city of 
Woonsocket a special tax upon the gross earnings of said 
company within said city, at the following rate: For the 
first year of said period of twenty years, at the rate of one 
per cent, upon the gross earnings of said company within 
said city; for the second year of said period of twenty 
years, at the rate of two per cent, upon the gross earnings 
of said company within said city; and for the third and 
every subsequent year during said period of twenty years, 
at the rate of three per cent, upon the gross earnings of said 
company within said city. The manner of ascertaining the 
gross earnings of said company, the amount to be paid and 
the time when said payments shall be made and the man- 
ner of collecting said payments, to be the same as provided 
in said Chapter 975. 

And it ia further agreed, between the parties to this agree- 
ment, that the city council of said city may, at any time 
when the public good requires that there should be no rails 
in any street or highway, require said company, upon ninety 
days written notice, to take up and remove its tracks, rails, 
poles or wires in snch street or highway ; and forthwith upon 
the removal thereof, said city shall grant to said company a 
right, as nearly similar in public convenience as possible, to 
construct, maintain, use and operate the same in another 
street or highway of said city. 

And it is further agreed, that if at any time during said 
peroid of twenty years, any method of street car propulsion 
other than the trolley system, so-called, shall be invented or 
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perfected so as to be of equal, practical and commercial 
value as sach trolley system, the city of WoonBOcket shall 
have the right to order the removal from the etreete or high- 
ways in said city, of aoy and all poles and wires need in 
connection with snch trolley system, by giving one year's 
notice in writing to said company. 

And it is farther agreed, that said company shall not in- 
terfere with the use as public highways of the streets of said 
city, without in every case first obtaining snch special per- 
mission aB would be required to be obtained if the grant 
aforeBaid had not been made, and in that regard shall be 
subject to all reasonable rules made by the city council of 
said city. 

And it is further agreed, by and between the parties 
hereto, that nothing in this agreement contained shall be 
conBtrued to modify or destroy any existing ordinance of 
said city or any agreement heretofore made by and between 
the parties hereto ; but said ordinances and agreements shall 
remain in full force, except in so far as the same ia modi- 
fied by said Chapter 975, of the Public Laws, aa hereinbefore 
specially modified. 

And it is further agreed, that whenever, in the opiuion of 
the city council of said city, the public good requireB that 
a street railway tine or lines shall be constructed in 
said city in addition to the lines then in operation by said 
railroad company or party claiming under it, said city coun- 
cil may at any time, and from time to time during said 
period of twenty yeard, order said railioad company or party 
claiming under it, to build, construct, equip and operate 
snch line or hnes within said city, within one year after 
the passage of said order. 

And it is further agreed, that the use and enjoyment of 
all rights granted by this agreement shall be subject to Buch 
reasonable rules and regulations and orders controlling the 
extent and quality of construction and service to be main- 
tained by said company, and prescribing the location and 
arrangements of its tracks, poles, wires or conduits and 
their appurtenances, as are or may be from time to time 
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enacted by said city council of aaid city. Provided, that in 
case any such regulation or enactment shall seem to said 
company to be unreasonable, said company, within thirty 
days after the same haa passed, may file its petition in 
eqnity in the supreme court, praying for a decision of the 
question whether such regulation or order is or is not reason- 
able in tbe premiBes, and thereupon said couit, after notice 
to said city, shall proceed to hear and determine the matter 
according to the course of equity, and their decision and 
decree therein shall be final and biading. 

And it is further agreed, between the parties, that any 
reasonable rules may be made by the city council of said 
Woonsocket, requiring said company to provide means 
whereby passengers upon said railway can ride between any 
two points in said city by the payment of one fare. 

And it is further t^reed, that said company shall, at the 
request of the city council, made at any time, keep actual 
account of the amount of its gross earnings in said city, as 
far as practicable, and render an account of tbe same as 
required by the proviBioiis of Chapter 975, of the Public 
Laws. 

And it is further agreed, that said company shall, within 
one year from July 1, 1893, equip and furnish said railway 
with electric motive power, in default of which the 
aforesaid exclusive grant to said company shall be forfeited 
by said company. Provided, however, that other means of 
propulsion acceptable to said city council may be adopted.

THIS AGREEMENT, made and executed this twelfth 
day of May, A. D. 1902, by and between the oityof Woon-

and appurtenances as may be necessary and convenient for 
the conduct of the business of said party of the second part 
in and under the streets and highways of said city of Woon- 
socket, and in connection therewith to construct, maintain 
and use all such manholes, connections and distributing 
facilities under and above ground as may be nece'ssary and 
convenient to carry on said telephone business, and in pur-

now or hereafter passed in connection therewith), in which 
there shall be at the time no distributing conduit, pipe or 
subway of said party of the second part, and request it to lay 
such conduit, pipe or subway therein, within ninety days 
after such notice, weather permitting, lay such conduit, pipe 
or subway in accordance with such request. 

That in exercising the franchise hereby granted the said company 
party of the second part agrees to employ as unskilled citywhen- 
laborers, so far as practicable, only citizens of said city of 
Woonsocket. 

That as soon as any work of construction or repair is company 
completed, the said company, its successors or assigns, shall, pi^vioux 
at its or their own cost, replace the streets, alleys or sidewalks 
with the same material of which the adjoining portions of such 
streets, alleys or sidewalks are constructed ; and said com- 
pany, its successors and assigns, shall keep all such por- 
tions of the streets, alleys and sidewalks so replaced by 
them in good condition for twelve months from the time of 
replacing the same, and said company shall keep all such 
conduits, ducts, pipes and subways in such condition as in 
no way to interfere with the use of the streets, squares, 
alleys, sidewalks and public places as public highways ; and 
all such work of construction and repair, hereby authorized 
or required, shall be done to the satisfaction of the board 
of aldermen of said city. In all cases when work oC re- city 
pairing the streets or sidewalks is required to be done cosurf 
by said company, the city of Woonsocket reserves the right 
to itself, at its option, of doing the same, in which case the 
expense thereof shall be paid by said company. 
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Tbat said Providence Telephone Company shall and will 
rnniieh and place and maintain in said condaits, as the 
same shall be laid and constructed, suitable and snflScient 
wires (not exceeding six pairs of wires in any one street) 
for the fire alarm and police signal service of said city, but 
said wires shall be used only for Are alarm and police signal 
purposes and shall not in any case be used for telephone 
purposes. 

That said Telephone Company, during the continuance of 
the franchise granted in and by this contract, will give to 
the inhabitants of said city of Woonsocket a proportional 
reduction in telephone rates for equivalent service in case 
the Telephone Company shall, daring eaid term, make any 
general reduction in its rates for similar service in the terri- 
tory supplied by the said Telephone Company, 

That the said Telephone Company will, within sixty days 
from the date of the signing of this contract, commence 
work upon the laying of conduits, pipes or subways in said 
city of Woonsocket, as permitted by the city council of the 
city of Woonsocket, by ordinance passed on the day of the 
date hereof, and will complete the work authorized by said 
ordinance within two years from the date of its passage. 

That said Telephone Company, its successors and assigns, 
shall indemnify the city of Woonsocket for all damt^es 
which shall accrue to said city or be adjudged against it, 
by reason of the exercise by said company, its successors 
or assigns, of any of the privileges or franchises hereby 
granted. 

And it is understood and agreed, by and between the par- 
ties to this contract, that the existing rates, at the time of 
the execution hereof of all telephone connections supplied 
to or used by said city of Woonsocket or any department 
thereof, is at one-half the regular rentals for similar ser\'ice 
to the other customers of said Providence Telephone Com- 
pany in said city of Woonsocket, and shall not exceed said 
half- rate during the term aforesaid. 

It is further t^reed and mutually understood, by and be- 
tween the parties hereto, that nothing in this &, 
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taioed shall be construed to modify or annul any existing 
ordinance of said city or any ^reemeut heretofore made by 
and between the parties thereto, except in bo far as the same 
is modified during said period of five years by said Chapter 
77 of the General Laws, or hereinbefore specifically modi- 
fled, nor to authorize or peroiit said party of the second 
part in any way to interfere with the ordinary use as public 
highways of the streets of said city, without in every case 
obtaining such special pei-mission as would be requued to 
be obtained if the grant aforesaid had not been made. 

No forfeiture of the company's rights shall occur under 
any of the provisions of this contract because of accident, 
error or mistalie in making the quarterly returns herein 
provided for, unless said Telephone Company, for the period 
of sixty days after the discovery and admission of any such 
accident, error or mistake, shall neglect or refuse to correct 
the same, and in case of disagreement between the parties 
hereto as to the correctness and regularity of such returns, 
no such forfeiture shall occur, unless said company, for the 
period of sixty days after final judgment of court thereon, 
shall fail to pay such judgment as may be rendered against 
it. All suits on account of alleged accident, eiror or mis- 
take shall be commenced within two years after the time 
when the same may have occnred and not after.

Provided, that no petition as aforesaid 
shall be preferred until said lands or estates, rights or inter- 
est therein, or said water or water rights shall be actually 
taken or withdraws by virtue of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. In the trial before said jury to determine the 
amount of damages for any water or water rights so taken 
by said city, evidence of the return of said water through 
the sewers in said city and otherwise into the Blackstone 
river above the location of said complainant shall be admis- 
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Bible in reductiOD acd mitigation of the damages claimed by 
Baid comp.lainant for the diveraion of Baid water or water 
rights. 

Sec. 5. The fact that said Crook Falls brook was ao un- 
reservoired stream prior to the time of taking by said city, 
and also the fact that said city stores np during the months 
when otherwise the waters of said Crook Falls brook w(mld 
go to waste over the dams of any of said complainants, may 
be put in evidence at said trial before a jury in rednction 
and mitigation of the damages caused by taking said water 
or water rights under this act. 

Sec. 6. In every case of a claim for damages, as pro- 
vided herein, the city may tender to the complainant or his 
attorney any sum that it shall think proper, or may bring 
the same into Court to be paid to the complainant for the 
damages by him sustained or claimed in his petition ; and if 
the complainant shall not accept the same, with the costs 
-Up to that time, but shall proceed in the suit, he shall be en- 
titled to his costs np to the time of the tender of snch pay- 
ment into court, and not afterwards, unless he shall recover 
greater damages than were so offered, and said city shall be 
entitled to recover its costs afterwards unless the complain- 
ant shall recover greater damages than were so offered. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall use any of said water taken 
or obtained under this act, except for the purposes of u-ri- 
gattoD and the watering of live stock, without the consent ex^pt,' 
of said city, or shall wantonly, maliciously, or negligently 
'divert the water or any part thereof so taken or obtained, 
or corrupt the same, or render it impure, or deetroy or in- 
jure any dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, machinery 
or other works or property held, owned or used by said city 
under the authority and for the purposes of this act, he shall 
.forfeit and pay to said city three times the amount of dam- 
ages assessed therefor, to be recovered in an action of tort ; 
and, on conviction of either of the wanton, malicious, or 
negligent acts aforesaid, may be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in jail not 
exceeding one year. 
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Sec. 8. This act shall not abridge any rightu heretofore 
granted to said cit; in respect to its water supply. And the 
powere specified in thie act shall be held to be in addition to 
all powers heretofore granted. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take e£Fect upon its passage.

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE CITY OF WOON-

It is enacted by the General Aasemiily, as folloua : 

Section I. In addition to the bonds heretofore aatiio- 
rized to be issued by the town of Wooneocket, or by the city 
of Wooneocket, the said city of Woonsocket is hereby antho- 
rized and empowered to issue bonds nnder its corporate name 
and seal to an amount not to exceed one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. All moneys accruing from the sale of 
eaid boads shall be applied to the payment of the cost of 
increasing and improving its system of water works, and to 
pay for any and all water rights which it now possesBes or 
may hereafter acquire, and the expense of any litigation 
connected therewith.

FIRE DEPAKTHENT.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
It is enacted by the General Assembly, as/ottovis: 

Section 1. The town of WoooBocket is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to establish aad maintain a fire de- 
partment, and may grant and vote suoh sums of money as 
it shall judge necessary for the establishment and mainten- 
ance thereof. 

Sec. 2. The town council of said town is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to make ordinances and regulations, 
not contrary to law, for the government of said town rela^ 
tive to the fire department thereof and the protection of said 
town from fires, and to enforce the said ordinances and regu- 
lations by fines not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sec. 3. The town council of said town is liereby author- 
ized and empowered to choose annually three competent 
and jadicioua electora, of whom the chief engineer of the 
fire department of said town for the time being shall always 
be one, who shall be denominated " tire wards," and who 
shall be severally empowered to give directions, and to see 
that the same are carried into execution, for the pulling down 
or blowing up of any building or buildings which shall be 
adjudged by them, or the major part of them there present, 
proper to be pulled down or blown up to prevent the spread- 
ing of any fire in said town. 

Sec. 4. If it shall happen by the pulling down or blow- 
ing up, as provided for in the preceding section, of any build- 
ing other than that in which such fire shall first begin and 
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break out that the progress of anj fire shall be Htopped, or 
if such fire be stopped before it reach the same, then id such 
case the owner or owners of such building or buildings 
shall be reaaonabl; paid therefor by said town, and the said 
town is hereby empowered to raise by tax npon all the rata-

CHAPTER 77. 



(OKMKBAL I.AWS.) 
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OF FRANCHISES IS HIGHff AIS. 

Section 1 . Any town or city, by vote of the town coun- 
cil or city council, may pass ordinances or make contracts 
to be executed by its proper officers, granting rights and 
franchises in, over or under the streets and highways in 
such town or city to such corporation, and for the purposes 
and upon the condition hereinafter specified. 

Sec. 2. Such grants, whether by ordinance or by con- 
tract, may confer upon any corporation created by the gen- 
eral assembly of Rhode Island for the purpose of distribu- 
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ting water, or for tlie purpose of producing, selling and 
distributing currents of electricity to be used for light, heat, 
or motive-power, or for the purpose of manufacturing, 
selling and distributing illuminating or heating gas, or for 
tbe purpose of operating street railways by any motive- 
power, or for the purpose of operating telephones, the 
exclusive right, for a time not exceeding twenty-five years, 
to erect, Iny, construct and maintain, for the purposes for 
which such corporation is created, poles, wires, pipes, con- 
duits, rails or cables, with necessary and convenient appur- 
tenances as may be required for the conduct of the business 
of such corporation in, over or under the streets of such 
town or city : Provided, however, that no grant of exclusive 
rights or franchises for either of the purposes aforesaid 
shall be made by any city or town wherein at the time a 
corporation created for the same purpose, or a person duly 
authorized by law to use the streets for such purpose, shall 
be in actual use and enjoyment of such rights, except to 
such corporation or person already carrying on business in 
such city or town ; and provided further, that whenever in 
any city or town more than one corporation shall at the 
time be in actual use and enjoyment of portions of tbe 
streets and highways for either of the purposes aforesaid, 
no exclusive right or franchise shall be granted to either 
without the consent of the other ; and provided further, that 
no such grant shall prevent any town or city from permit- 
ting any person ov corporation to use such streets or high- 
ways for any of tbe purposes aforesaid in order to connect 
and serve any two or more estates owned by such person or 
corporation. 

Sec. S. Every corporation which shall accept exclusive 
rights or franchises granted by ordinance or contract under 
the provisions of this chapter, shall make and render to the 
treasurer of the town or city granting tlie same, on or 
before the thirtieth day of January, April, July and Octo- 
ber in every year, returns, verified by the oath of its presi- 
dent or treasurer, of the gross earnings of such corporation 
within such town or city for the period of three months next 
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preceding the first day of Janaary, April, July and October in 
the same year, and shall at the same time pay to snch town or 
city treaanrer, in full payment for the rights and fraDcbises 
aforesaid, a special tax upon said gross earnings at a rate 
not exceeding three per centum upon the gross earnings of 
said corporation within said town or city in such year. In 
case any such corporation shall neglect to make payment of 
such quarterly tax as aforesaid, said town or city treasurer 
may collect and recover of said corporation, as other taxes 
are collectible, double the amount of the special tax shown 
to be due by the last preceding quarterly return of such 
corporation. In case any such corporation shall do busi- 
ness in more than one town or city, aad it shall be unable 
to ascertain the amount of its gross earDings in each town 
or city separately from actual accounts kept thereof, its 
returns of gross earnings to be made as aforesaid shall 
state tbe gross earnings of its entire business and the length 
of its wires, pipes, mains or tracks in the streets and high- 
ways of each town or city, and the gross earnings from its 
bttsinesB in the town or city shall be taken to be that pro- 
portion of the whole gross earnings which the length of its 
wires, pipes, mains or tracks in the streets and highways of 
such city or town bears to the total length of all its wires, 
pipes, mains or tracks in streets and highways. 

Sec. i. No corporation which shall acquire excInsiTe 
rights or franchises under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall at any time during the continuance thereof charge for 
its product, waras or service, to any town or city or the 
inhabitants thereof, any greater price than the price actually 
charged by it at the time of the granting of such rights or 
franchises, both prices being reckoned in United States 
gold coin of the standard weight and fineness in force at 
the time of granting of said right or franchise, or in the 
equivalent thereof in actual value in other lawful money of 
the United States. 

Sec. 5. The use and enjoyment of all rights and fran- 
chises granted under the provisions of this chapter shall be 
subject to such reasonable rules and regulations and orders, 
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controlling the extent and quality of constmctioa and ser- 
vice to be maintained by the corporation to which such 
rights are granted, and preacribing the location and arrange- 
ment of its tracks, poles, wires or conduits, and their appur- 
tenances, as are, or may be from time to time, enacted by 
the town or city councils. In case any euch regulation or 
enactment shall seem to any such corporation to be unrea- 
sonable, such corporation, within thirty days after the same 
has been passed, may file its petition in equity in the appel- 
late division of the anpremc court praying for a decision of 
the qaeation whether such regulation or order ia or is not 
reasonable in the premises ; and. thereupon the said court, 
after notice to the city or town, shall proceed to hear and 
determine the matter according to the course of equity, and 
their decision and decree therein shall be final and binding. 
Sec. 6. No city or town shall make any charge to any 
snch corporation for the use of its streets, except under and 
in accordance with the provisions of this chapter: Pro- 
vided, that any city or town may require that any street 
railway company shall continue to conform to any existing 
requirements as to paving and keeping in repair such streets 
and highways.

NUISAKCE8. 



Section 1. The town council of any town may order 
the owner or occupant of any premises in such town to re- 
move at bia own expense any nuisance, source of filth, filth 
or cause of aicknese found thereon within twenty-four hours 
or such other time aa the town council may deem reasonable, 
after the service of the notice as prescribed in the next auc- 
ceediog section, and if the owner or oceupant neglects so to 
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do, he shall be fined not exceeding twenty dollars for every 
day during which he knowingly permits such nuisance, 
Bource of filth, filth or cause of gickoess to remain after the 
time preBcribed for the removal thereof, to be recovered to 
and for the use of the town. 

Sec. 2. Such notice shall be in writing signed by the 
town clerk and served by the sheriff, deputy sheriff, consta- 
ble, police constable or town sergeant, by reading the same 
in the presence and hearing of the owner, occupant, or his 
authorized agent, or by leaving a copy of the order person- 
ally with or at the last and usual place of abode of the 
owner, occnpant or agent, if within this state. Bat if the 
premiseB are nnoccupied and the residence of the owner or 
agent is unknown or without the Btate, the notice may be 
served by posting a certified copy of the eame on the prem- 
ises, and by advertising in one or more newspapers in such 
manner and for such length of time as the town coancil may 
direct. 

Sec. 3. If the owner or occupant fails to comply with 
such order, the town council may cause the nuisance, source 
of filth, filth or cause of sickness to be removed ; and all ex- 
penses incurred thereby shall be paid by the owner, occu- 
pant or other person who caused or permitted tbe sam«, to 
be recovered in an action of the case brought in the name 
of the town. 

Sec. 4. Thetowncouucilsof the several towns, when sat- 
isfied upon due examination that any cellar, rooms, tene- 
ment or building in its town occupied as a dwelling-place 
has become, by reason of the number of occupants or want 
of cleanliness or other cause, unfit for occupation as a 
dwelling place and a cause of nuisance or sickness to the 
occupants or the public, may issue a notice in writing to 
such occupants ov any of them, requiring the premises to 
be put in proper condition, as to cleanliness, or, if they see 
fit, requiring the occnpants to remove or quit the premises 
within such time as the town council may deem reasonable. 
If the person so notified, or any of them, neglect or refuse 
to comply with the terms of the said notice, the town coun- 
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cil may cause the premiees to be properly cleansed at the 
expense of the owners or may remove the occupants forcibly 
and close up the premises, and the same shall not be again 
occupied as a dwelling-place without the consent and per- 
mission of the town council. If the owner thereafter occu- 
pies or knowingly permits the same to be occupied without 
such permission and consent, he shall be fined not exceed- 
ing twenty dollara for each day of occupation or permission 
to occupy the same as aforesaid, to be recovered to and for 
the use of the town. 

Sec. 5. There shall be appointed in every town, by the 
town council thereof, a health officer, who shall perform 
the duties of said office for one year and until his succesBOr 
has been appointed and qualified ; Provided, however, that 
the said town council may remove said health officer at any 
legal meeting of said town conocil after notice to Bucb 
officer. 

Sec. 6. The health officer shall be the agent of the town 
council for making all sanitary inspections, and shall from 
time to time report to the town council the result of his in- 
quiries. He shall perform the duties of health officer in 
seaport towns, as set forth in Chapter 82 of the Public 
Statutes. He may make complaint without giving surety 
for costs io all cases of violation of any law, ordinance, 
rule or regulation relating to the public health in his town. 
In cases of emergency, when the council cannot be conve- 
niently convened, he shall have all the authority conferred 
by this act upon town councils, but he shall within two days 
report in writing his action in each case to the clerk of the 
town council who shall bring the matter before the town 
council at its next meeting for its action. 

Sec 7. The cities of Providence and Newport, and such 
other towns as may establish a board of health or elect a 
enperintendent of health, shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of Section 5 of this act ; and the powers and duties 
of sach boards of health and superintendents of health shall 
be commensurate with the powers and duties of the health 
officer as set forth in this act. 
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Sec. 8. The town councile of the several towns may 
designate and establish the place or places where the busi- 
ness of slaughteriog cattle aad other animals shall be car- 
ried on, and thereby vest in the occupant or owner thereof 
a right to use and occupy the same, for the purposes afore- 
said, until such right be withdrawn or suspended in the 
manner hereinafter provided or until such nse and occu- 
pancy be abated as a public nuisance. 

Sec. 9. Whenever in the judgment of the town council 
of any town, the convenience or health of said town requires 
the withdrawal or suspension of the right of slaughtering 
provided for in the preceding section, the said town council 
may withdraw or suspend said right, first giving to the 
owner or occupant of such place or places two months 
notice, in writing, of their intention to withdraw or suspend 
the same. 

Seo. 10. Every person who shall, after notice given as 
aforesaid, commence or continae to carry on the business of 
slaughtering cattle or other animals in such place or places, 
shall be fined fifty dollars for every day during which he 
shall continue to carry on the same. 

Sec. II. In case of the suspension or withdrawal by 
any town council of the said right to slaughter cattle or 
other animals, the said town shall be liable to the person to 
whom such right has been granted for any loss or damage 
resulting from such suspension or withdrawal, to be recov- 
ered by action in a special court of common pleas, in the 
manner provided by law for cas^ within the jurisdiction of 
said conrt. 

Sec. 12. Whenever the town council of any town shall 
have designated and established therein a place in which the 
business of boiling bones, depositing filth, keeping ' swine, 
or slaughtering cattle or other animals may be carried on, 
as herein provided, every person who shall carry on such 
business in any other place shall be fined fifty dollars for 
each day on which he shall carry on the same. 

Sec. 13. Nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to deprive any farmer, not engaged or concerned in the 
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basiness of slaughtering cattle or other animals, from erect- 
ing or continuiDg to use any bnilding on his premises for 
the purpose of slaughtering his owa cattle or other animals 
fTom time to time as before accustomed to do. 

Skc. 14. No swine shall be kept in any tovn, to be fed 
on swill, offal or other decaying substances, brought from 
any other town, except in Buch plKce therein as shall be 
designated by the town council thei-eof. 

Sbc. 15. Every person violating the proviaione of the 
preceding section shall be liable to the penalty prescribed 
in section seven of this chapter. 

Ssc. 16. No person shall carry on the busineea of ex- 
pressing oil from fish within any town, except in such place 
therein as shall be designated by the town council thereof. 

Sec. 17. Every person violating the provisions of the 
preceding section shall be fined not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 18. The town council of any town may prohibit 
burials in the compact or thickly populated parts of such 
town, and may make such by-laws and ordinances relating 
to burials and the use of grounds for burials in such town 
as they may think necessary for preserving the health 
thereof, and may enforce such ordinances in the manner 
provided in sections one and two of this chapter. 

Sec. 19. The provisions of sections three, four, five and 
six of this chapter shall extend to the place of any manu- 
facture of, or of working in, any article or substance the 
manufacture of which shall be deleterious to the health of 
the neighborhood : Promded, that prior to any action of 
the town council under this section public notice of the pen- 
dency of any petition therefor shall be given in such mode 
and for such time as said council shall prescribe. 

Sec. 20. The town councils of the several towns may 
make such rules and regulations as they shall deem neces- 
sary, to regulate and control the construction and location 
of all places for keeping swine, privy vaults, sinks, sink- 
drains, sink-spouts, cesspools and the outlets thereof, and 
may provide for the summary removal or reconstruction of 
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all snch as sball be by tbem deemed prejudicial to the pub- 
lic health, and may make rules prescribing the location of 
stables, and the time and manner of removing manure 
therefrom, or from piivy vaults or slanghter- houses, and for 
the driving of animals tlirough the highways of their several 
towns ; and every person violating any ordinance, rule or 
regulation, made in pursaance of this section, shall be fined 
twenty dollars, to be recovered upon complaint and warrant 
before any justice coort, to the use of the town wherein 
Bach violation shall occur. 

Sec. 21. The board of aldermen of any city is author- 
ized and empowered to make regulations for the removal 
and disposal of night soil and the contents of cesspools and 
the storing of stable manure in such city, and may issne 
licenses to any person or persons for conducting the busi- 
ness of removing night soil and the contents of cesspools, 
and may revoke licenses so issued and may fix the fee for 
such licenses. 

Sec. 22. Any person violating any of the r^ulations or 
orders made by any board of aldermen, under the pro- 
visione of the preceding section, shall be fined not to exceed 
twenty dollars or be imprisoned for a term not to exceed 
thirty days, to be enforced on complaint and warrant in the 
district court.

Town councils may license such performances, 
shows, exhibitions, public roller-skating in rinks or halls, 
dances and balls, within their several towns, subject to such 
regulations and restrictions as they may prescribe ; but no 
such license shall authorize any of the afore- mentioned per- 
formances, shows, exhibitions, dances or balls for the first 
day of the week j and said town council shall demand and 
receive of every person to whom a license shall be granted 
under this chapter such sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, nor less than one dollar, for any single performance, 
show, exhibition, dance or ball, as they may deem proper : 
Provided, that performances and entertai omenta given by 
religions and charitable societies for the purpose of further- 
ing their religious or benevolent work are hereby excepted 
from the provisions of this chapter as to fees. 

Sec. 3. Town councils may appoint constables or other 
proper officers at the expense of the person so licensed by 
them to attend to preserve order and to execute the orders of 
said council at any such exhibition or performance.

In addition to the fees allowed b; law, the 
officer who shall make service of any warrant for the seizure 

of any such contrivances, instruments, or devices under the 
provisions of this act shall be allowed therefor the earn of 
one dollar ; for the removing of any such contrivances, 
instruments, or devices so seized to a place of safety, one 
dollar and all necessary expenses incurred in such removal ;

dence in all proseculioDs under this chapter. Such inspec- 
tor shall receive such compensation as the mayor and alder- 
men or town council shall determine. 

Sec. 4. Whenever the inspector of milk shall have rea- 
son to believe that adulterated produce or food is being sold 
or kept for sale contrary to law, he shall take at least two 
specimens from the same package or bnlk as samples there- 
of, such specimens, if solid, not to exceed in weight one 
pound each, and, if liquid, not to exceed in measure one pint 
each. He shall take said samples in the presence of the 
owner or his agent, and shall seal and label the same in the

CHAPTER 293. 



(GBNBBAL LAWS.) 



OF POLICE HITBONS IN CITIES. 

Section 1. The board of aldeiinen in every city in this 
state shall designate one or more station-houses within their 
respective cities for the detention of all women under arrest ; 
and such boards of aldermen may, at any time, so designate 
any additional station-houses, and may declare snch station- 
house or station-houses to be no longer so designated : 
I^rovided, at least ono such station-honse shall always remain 
so designated in each city. 

Sec. 2. Immediately upon such designation of a station- 
house in any city, the mayor thereof shall appoint for each 
station-house so designated, in the city of Providence two 
respectable women, and in each of the other cities one respect- 
able woman, who shall be known as police matrons. No 
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woman shall be appointed police matron nnlesB recommended 
for such office in writing by at least twenty women in good 
standing and residents in the city in which snch appoint- 
ment is made. A police matron sbalt not be appointed for 
any definite term, but to hold office until removal. She may 
be removed at any time for oanae by the mayor, by a written 
order stating the cause of removal. Upon the death, re- 
signation or removal of a police matron, her snccesaor shall 
be appointed in the manner aforesaid as soon as may be. 

Sec. 3. The respective honrs of service of the police 
matrons shall be so arranged by the anthorities in cha^e of 
the police department that, in the city of Providence, at leaat 
one mstron shall at all hours of the day and night be on duty, 
and in each of the other cities one shall at all honrs be near 
to and within call of each police- station designated as above 
provided. Every police matron within the city of Providence 
shall, during her hours of service, remain constantly on daty 
at the station at which she serves, and every police matnMi 
in each of the other cities shall reside at or near the stattoa 
to which she is attached, and shall hold herself in readiness 
to answer any call therefrom daring her hours of service so 
long as any woman remains confined therein. 

Sec. 4. The police matron shall have, subject only to 
the general control of the head of the police department, the 
entire care of all women held under arrest in the station in 
which she serves or to which she is attached, and she may 
at any time call upon any police officer in such station for 
assistance. 

Sec. 6. In every station in which a police matroa serves, 
or to which a police matron is attached, sufficient and proper 
accommodations shall be provided for women under arrest, 
and in case snch accommodations shall be insufficient or 
i^iproper, snch matron shall notify the mayor ; and it shall 
be the duty of the mayor to lay the matter before the city 
council, and of the city council to provide, at the expense of 
the city, such sufficient and proper accommodations. 

Sec. 6. Whenever, in any city where any police matron 
shall be appointed under this chapter, a woman is arrested and 
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taken to a police elation to which a matron is attached, and 
where such matron is not then present, it shall be the duty of 
the officer in chaise of such etation to caaae such matron to 
be summoned forthwith ; and whenever, in any city in which a 
police matron has been appointed, a woman is arrested and 
taken to the station-houBe to which no matron is attached, it 
shall be the dnty of the officer in charge to cause such woman 
prisoner to be removed, ae soon as possible, to the nearest 
station-houee to which a police matron is attached. 

Sec. 7. At least one police matron in each city shall be 
designated by the chief of police of said city to attend be- 
fore the district or pohce courts at all times when any woman 
is to be arraigned before such court, and shall have charge 
of all women there in attendance awaiting trial or transfer 
from the court to any other place of detention. 

Sic. 8. In this chapter the expression " police-station " 
shall include any place where persons are temporarily con- 
fined under anest ; the expression "woman" shall include 
any person of the female sex. 

Sec. 9. The salary of the police matrons in each city 
shall be fixed by the city council. 



CHAPTER 555. 

(PASSED KAY «, 1S98.) 

AN ACT TO DIMINISH THE DANGER OF FIRES 

IN THE CITIES OF THE STATE. 
It is enacted by the Oenerai AgsemUy, as follows : 

Section 1. The members of the board of fire commis- 
sioners, and the chief of the fire department and his assist- 
ants, and any other officer or oflBcers or member or members 
of the fire department acting under the direction of sncb 
board or chief, of each of the cities of the state are hereby 
severally authorized and empowered to inspect all buildings 
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and places in their respective cities where wftste materi&l 
of a combustible nature has been allowed to accumulate or 
where such board or members thereof, or chief assiatant or 
other officer as aforesaid, has reason to believe that such 
waste material of a combustible nature has accumulated oi 
Is liable to be accnmulated. If such board or chief of the 
fire department, after any iDspection made under the au- 
thority of this act, shall, in their discretion, deem that any 
such accumulation of waste material of a combustible nature 
increases the danger of fire to the premises where such ac- 
cumulation has been permitted, or to the property adjacent 
thereto, such board or chief of the fire department shall give 
notice, in writing, to the occupant or occnpaDts, or one of 
them, of the premises where such accumulation has been 
permitted, to remove or cause to be removed from such 
premises such waste material of a combustible nature within 
forty-eight hours after the receipt by him of such notice. In 
case such waste material of a combustible nature shall not 
be removed within forty-eight hours after notice as afore- 
said, such board or chief of the fire department may cause 
the some to be removed from such premises, and thereupon 
shall cause notice in writing of the cost and expense of snch 
removal to be given to such occupant or occupants, or one 
of them, and also certify the amount thereof to the city 
treasurer of the city, and in case such cost and expense shall 
not be paid to the city treasurer within thirty days after 
such notice, such city may recover such cost and expense in 
an action of the case against such occupant or occupants. 

Sbc. 2. This act shall not authorize the inspection of 
any building used wholly as a dwelling house.

If tbe annual dividend paid by such company during the 
year ending on tlie thirtieth day of June next preceding tbe 
date of tbe return made according to law to the railroad 
commissioner for such year is eight per centum on its capi- 
tal stock actually outstanding during aucb year, or less, or if 
no dividend is paid by it, the tax payable by it for that year 
shall be a sum equal to one per centum of its gross earnings 
for that year, and if such dividend exceed eight per centum , 
then the tax payable by it for that year shall be a sum equal 
to the excess of such dividend over eight per centum, but in 
no event shall said tax be less than a sum equal to one per 
centum of such gross earnings, which shall be paid without 
regard to the net earnings of such company: Provided, 
however, that nothing in this act contained shall deprive any 
city or town of the right to collect from any street railway 
company any tax or other payment (including payments 
now required for the paving and repaving of certain portions 
of the streets and highways) which such company is now 
under legal obligation to pay by virtue of any law of this 
state, or of any contract or agreement with the state, or with 
any city or town or otherwise ; nor shall anything in this 
act contained deprive any street railway company of any 
right, privilege or franchise which it now enjoys, but the 
payments to be made under the provisions of this act shall 
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in alt cases be id addition to any and all special taxes and 
sums which said company is now under snch legal obliga- 
tion to pay, and in addition to the taxes now or hereafter 
aesesBed by any city or town apon the land and buildings of 
any Bach company ; and the payments in this act provided 
for shall be in lieu and sattafaction of all other taxes, ex- 
oiaes, burthens or impositions whatsoever, by or under au- 
thority of this state, or of any law thereof, npon the prop- 
erty, income, rights, privileges or franchises of snch com- 
panieB mentioned in this section, their saccessors and aBsigns, 
as shall accept the provisions of this act, excepting such as 
are now imposed upon such property, incomes, rights, privil- 
eges or franchises, and such as may hereafter be imposed 
generally and without discrimination upon the property, in- 
come, rights, privileges or franchises of all persona and oor- 
poratiODB. 

Sec. 2. Every street railway company, its successors and 
assigns, now or hereafter incorporated under the laws of this 
state, operating street railways in any city or town in this 
state, which shall accept the provisions of this act, in man- 
ner hereinafter specified, and that shall agree to the division 
of profits and make the payments herein provided, shall have 
and enjoy, with respect to all lines leased, «wned or operated 
by it during the continuance of such payments, .and in consid- 
eration thereof, all the rights, privileges, and f ranchiseB which 
it hat at the time of such acceptance or which may thereafter 
be granted to it to con&truct, maintain, use and operate street 
railways with the cars, and all appnrtenances of snch rail- 
ways in the manner and by the method in use by it at 
the time of snch acceptance, or by such improved methods 
as it may be authorized by the general assembly to adopt, 
and as it may employ from time to time, upon, over and 
nnder all the streets, avenues, highways and public places in 
the cities and towns in which the tracks of said company 
may at the time of such acceptance be actually located, or 
in which they may thereafter be lawfully located, subject 
only to the right of revocation hereiuaf ter provided for : Pro- 
vided, however, that every street railway company accepting 
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the provisions of this act shall, so long as it coDtinues to enjoy 
the rights, privileges and franchises aforesaid, continne to 
pay to the several cities and towns, notw it b standing the ex- 
piration of any existing contracts or agreements, such sums 
as are now or may be required thereunder until new con- 
tracts or agreements shall be made, and such sums, not less, 
however, than those paid at the expiration of such existing 
contracts or agreements, as may thereafter be agreed npon 
from time to time, and failure for ninety days on the part of 
any such street railway company to make any payment re- 
quired by this act shall cause a forfeiture ol all rights, privil- 
eges and franchises conferred and granted thereby. 

Sec. 3. The city council of any city or the town council 
of any town may, after fourteen days' written notice to all 
parties interested of the time and place at which they will 
consider such matter, and after hearing all parties, if the 
public necessity and convenience in the use of any portion 
of a street require it, for good and snlBcient reasons, to be 
stated in the order therefor, order that the location and the 
right to maintain, continue and use tracks, with poles, wires 
and other appurtenances in such portion shall be revoked ; 
and snch revocation of such location and right shall take 
effect when approved by the railroad commissioner, after 
public notice and bearing. Upon revocation, as aforesaid, 
the company shall remove the tracks in conformity with the 
order of revocation, and shall put the portion 6f the surface 
of the streets disturbed by snch removal in as good condi- 
tion and with the same material as the adjacent surface of 
said streets. If the company neglects to execute such order, 
after thirty days' notice thereof, the city coutScil of such city, 
or the town council of such town, may cause the same to be 
executed and the work done at the expense of the company, 
to be recovered in an action of the case ; Provided^ Aoweuer, 
that in each such case of revocation such city or town coun- 
cil shall in and by such order grant to such company inter- 
ested a right in another street or highway in such city or 
town, as nearly similar in public convenience as possible, to 
construct, maintain, use and operate its railroad and the ap- 
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purtenances thereof; and provided further, that no such 
location or right of any compaDy accepting the proviBions of 
this act shall hereafter be revoked by any city or town coun- 
cil, except under aud in accordance with the provieionB of 
this act; and provided further, that any city or town council, 
or any company aggrieved thereby, may appeal from any 
decision of any such railroad commisBioner upon any such 
order, witbiu thirty days after the rendering of such decision, 
to the jnetices of the supreme court assigoed to the appellate 
division thereof, and such justices, or a majority of them,

Town ctmnciu 
Btrughten, or change the location of the whole of or any or ^tundon hiirh- 
part of any highway or driftway, whether laid out by the state ™ya 
or otherwise, except the highways on both sides of the Woon- 
asquatncket river directed to be laid out by Chapter 362 of 
the Public Laws passed at the January seasion of the general 
assembly in the year one thousand eight hundred sixty-one ; 
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and thereupon like proceedinga sball be had in all respects, 
BO far as the same are applicable, inciudiag appeals, as are 
provided in this chapter in case of taking land and ascertain- 
ing damages to the owners of lands taken in laying out or in 
case of abandonment of highways," 

Sec. 2. Section 80 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

"Skc. 30. Whenever, by the judgment of the town coun- 
cil of any town, a highway or driftway in said town, or any 
part of either, has ceased to be useful to the public, the town 
council of said town is authorized so to declare it by au order 
or decree which shall be final and conclusive ; and thereupon 
the title of the land upon which such highway or driftway 
or part thereof existed shall revert to its owner, and the town 
shall be no longer liable to repair the same : Provided, 
however, that the said town council shall cause a sign to be 
placed at each end of such highway or driftway, having 
thereon the words ' Not a public highway,' and after the 
entry of the said order or decree shall also cause a notice 
thereof to be published in a newspaper published in the 
county in which the said land lies at least once each week 
for three successive weeks, and a further and personal notice 
shall be served upon every owner of land abutting upon that 
part of the highway or driftway which has been abandoned, 
who is known to reside within this state ; but nothing here- 
in contained shall in any manner affect any private right of 
way so adjudged to be useless as a highway or driftway, if 
such right had been acquired before the taking of such land 
for a highway or driftway." 

Sec. 3. The owners of land abutting upon a highway or 
driftway in any town shall be entitled, upon the abandonment 
of such h^hway or driftway, either wholly or in part, to re- 
ceive compensation from the town for the damages, if any, 
suBt^ned by thera by reason of such abandonment ; and the 
town council, whenever it abandons the whole or any part 
of a public highway or driftway, shall at the same time ap- 
praise and award such damages. 
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Sac. 4. Every town council, before proceeding to aban- 
don any highway or driftway or any part thereof, ehail give 
notice to the owners of landu abutting upon any part of euch 
highway or driftway within the town to appear, if they see 
fit, and be heard for or against such abandonment, and as to 
the damage, if any, which they will aastain thereby. Such 
notice shall be given by advertisement once a week for three 
BU(;c«Bsive weeks next prior to the meeting of the towa coan- 
cil at which auch abandonment is to be tirst considered, 
in some daUy or weekly newspaper printed in Eagliah and 
published in the town ; or if there be no such newspaper 
published in the town, then in some such daily or weekly 
newspaper published in the nearest town in which auch news- 
paper is published ; and a further and personal notice shall 
be served upon every person known to reside within this 
ataM who is an owner of land abutting upon that part of such 
highway or driftway which it is proposed to abandon. 

Sec. 6. Any person aggrieved by the order or decree of 
a town council awarding damages on the abandoning of a 
highway or driftway, or any part thereof, may within one 
year after the making of such award apply by petition to 
the common pleas division of the supreme court in the 
county in. which the land lies, setting forth the action of the 
B«d town council and praying for an assessment of his dam- 
ages against the said town by a jury. Upon the filing of 
the said petition, the said court shall cause twenty days' 
notice of the pendency thereof to be given to the town treas- 
urer of said town by serving him with a certified copy there- 
of, and may proceed after such notice to the trial thereof, 
and such trial shall determine all questions of fact relating 
to the damages sustained by the petitioner, and the amount 
thereof, and judgment ahall be entered upon the verdict of 
such jury, and thereupon the said petitioner ahall be entitled to 
all the remedies conferred in and by Sections 13 and 14 of 
Chapter 36 of the General Laws.

AN ACT REGULATING THE ISSUE OF LICENSES 
TO DEALERS IN JUNK, OLD METALS, AND 
OTHER SECOND-HAND ARTICLES. 

Sbctioh 1. The board of police commUaionere in any 
city or town where such board is established, and if do aucb 
board be- eetablished then the town council of any town, or 
the city council of any city, is hereby authorized to provide 
by ordinance in the case of any city or town council for the 
isBuing and revocation at pleanure of liceneeB to all persons 
selliDg, purchasing, bartering and dealing in junk, old metals, 
and any other second-hand articles, subject to suoh condi- 
tions and restrictions and for such term not exceeding one 
year, as may be in like manner prescribed ; and also for 
charging and collecting fees for such licenses: Provided, 
that the fees so in like manner prescribed shall not exceed 
the sum of twenty-live dollars for the keeper of a shop or 
store-house for the reception of any junk, old metals or other 
second-hand articles, the sum of live dollars for any foundry- 
man or other person receiving the same for the purpose of 
melting the same or converting the same into castings ; or 
the sum of five dollare for any gatherer of the same in any 
b^, wagon or cart ; and also to fix a penalty for carrying on 
such business without such license, or in violation of any 
ordinance or regulation made as herein authorized, sot ex- 
ceeding for any one offense a fine of two hundred dollars or 
imprisonment not exceeding six months. 

Skc 2. No license shall be granted under this chapter 
to the keeper of any shop or store-house for the reception 
of any junk, old metals or other second-hand articles, or to 
any foundryman or other person receiving the same for the 
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purpose of melting the same or convertiDg the game into 
caeticga, where the owners or occupants of the greater part 
of the land within two hundred feet of such building or place 
shall file with the board, town council or city council, respec- 
tively, having jurisdiction to grant licenses, their objection 
to the granting of such license.
